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CONGRESS T0 MEET T0-DAY| 


Both Houses Will Be in Session for 
Only a Brief Period. 


The President’s Message Probably Wil! 
Not Be Read Until To-morrow— 
The Question That Will 
Be Uppermost.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 30.—At noon to- 
norrow the second session of the Fifty- 
seventh Congress will begin. It promises 
to be a dull session, with few features. 
The general belief that this will be the 
case is shown in the smaliness of the num- 
ber of strangers in town. Even the Con- 
gressmen did not come in in any consid- 
erable numbers until within the past few 
days. 

The indications are that the President's 
message will not go in to-morrow, although 
he has not yet decided this point. When 
Congress meets the President of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House will appoint 
committees to wait upon the President and 
inform him that Congress is ready for busi- 
ness. A recess will probably be taken until 
the committees are ready to report. Fol- 
lowing this Senator Burrows will notify 
the Senate of the death of Senator McMil- 
lan of Michigan, and a similar notification 
‘will be made in the House. Congress will 
thereupon adjourn until Tuesday as a mark 
of respect to Mr. McMillan’s memory. 

If the President decides to send his mes- 
Sage in, the notification of Senator McMil- 
lan's death will be deferred until the mes- 
gage has been delivered. Then there will be 
mo other business of any consequence be- 
fore either house. The new Representa- 
tives-elect, chosen to succeed men who have 
died within the year, will present their 
credentials and be sworn. 

It is admitted on all hands that the trust 
question in all its phases will be the most 
important topic of discussion in Congress 
this Winter. Indeed, the leaders incline to 
the belief that, aside from the annual ap- 
propriation bills and routine legislation, it 
will be the only general subject on which 
there is a chance of action. As yet the 
leaders have formulated no measure, and 
there exists a pretty wide divergence of 
opinion as to what can or should be done. 
The President’s recommendations on the 
subject are awaited with interest. The 
most conservative opinion among the Re- 
publican leaders seems to favor an appro- 
priation for the enforcement of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. Such an appropria- 
tion, it is pointed out, could be placed on 
one of the regular appropriation bills and 
put through both houses without diffi- 
culty, whereas any amendment to the law 
itself, no matter how conservative, would 
Iikely meet opposition. 

The calendars of both houses are crowd- 
ea with business. The greater part, how- 
ever, is of a private character. On the 
Senate calendar there ore nearly 200 bills, 
Of mbhioh *nily one-half are for pensions and 
to grant increase of pensions. There are 
few bills of a public character of general 
itfterest on the calendar. Among these are 
the. Pure Food bill. the jmmigration bill, 
and the bill of Senator Lodge for the reor- 
Sanization of the Consular service.

is that of Judge Oliver Wendell Holmes as 
Associate Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court.

The anthracite coal strike question will 
come before the House in the form of a 
bill to provide for the Strike Commission. 
Judge Gray, Chairman of the commission, 
has written a letter to Mr. Cannon, head 
of the Appropriation Committee, asking for 
an appropriation of $50,000 to defray the 
expenses of the commission, to pay its 
clerical force, and to furnish such compen- 
fation for its members as the President 
may fix. The committee will meet to- 
morrow to prepare a bill which, it is be- 
Yeved, will be presented and passed this 
week. The leaders have resolved to expe- 
dite the passage of the appropriation bills 
as much as possible. Mr. Cannon believes 
that the legislative, executive, and judicial

e business of the House is divided 
into three classes. The calendar of the 
Committee of the Whole is made up of 
bills which carry an appropriation of 
money, credit, or public property. On 
this there are 156 bills. The most impor- 
tant of these measures are a bill from the 
Coinage Committee to maintain the legal 
tender of the silver dollar at parity with 
gold and to increase the subsidiary silver 
coinage, which has the approval of the 
Treasury Department. and the Fowler 
bill to maintain the gold standard, provide 
an elastic currency, equalize the rates of 
interest, and further amend the banking 
laws. A bill for the prevention of the 
adulteration and misbranding of food 
products is also on this calendar. 

The House calendar is made up of bills 
of general character involving no appro- 

riation of money. On: this there are fifty 
ills. The private calendar contains over 
490 bills, of which 109 are for increase of 
pensions to as many individuals. 


SENATOR HOAR’S FORECAST. 


No Tariff or Trust Legisiation in the 
Coming Session of Congress— 
No Cuban Reciprocity.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Senator Hoar 
of Massachusetts thinks little legislation 
will be accomplished this Winter outside of

In my opinion no tariff or anti- 
trust measure will be passed. Thirteen 
weeks is a very short time. It will not

Changes in the tariff would surely result 
in plunging the country Into a feeling of 
uncertainty and alarm, which might cause 
disastrous results. Just ag soon as Con- 
gress begins to consider a reduction or in- 
crease of tariff rates dealers and manu- 
facturers naturally become perplexed, and 
prices become disturbed. All members of 
Congress know this, and I am confident 
the Republicans are too wise to attempt 
any c as a session so short that, 
tariff m could not be given proper 
consideration.” 

In Senator Hoar’s opinion the speech at 
Pittsburg of Attorney General Knox on the 
trust question will have considerable in- 
fluence with Con , but he is doubtful 
that anything will be done with that ques- 
tion by this Congress. 

“It is possible,” said Mr. Hoar, ‘that 
something may be done to relieve the con- 
dition of financial distress in the Philip- 
pines, and the Ray Bankrupt bill may 

assed. But even these measures cannot 

acted upon if they provoke any debate." 

Mr. Hoar thinks it unlikely, that reci- 
procity with Cuba will become a law at 
the coming session. ‘“‘ Measures for the 
reduction of the tariff on Cuban sugar 
will meet with greater opposition in this 
session than they did last Spring,”’ said he. 

“There is a disposition on the part of 
most Senators to avoid the discussion of 
Cuban tariff, because they feel it will not 
be possible to reach any agreement as to 
what is to be done for the island.” 


MR. HANNA WILL STAY. 


His Flat Denial of the Story That He 
intends to Resign from the Senate.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Senator Hanna 
denies positively the rumors that appear 
intermittently that he intends soon to re- 
sign. ‘‘I am not going to resign from any- 
thing,” the Senator said to-night. ‘‘ Such 
a thought has never entered my head. li 
I live, I shall not retire from the ‘Senate 
until I have served out the term for which 
I was elected. The people of Ohio will have 
to say as to whether I shall retire at the 
end of my term. 

‘* Neither will [ retire as Chairman of the 
Republican National Committee until after 
I have called the next National Convention 
to order. If the new National Committee to 
be selected by that convention does not 
ask me to become its Chairman I will nor 
have to pass upon the subject of my re- 
tirement. If it does tender me the Chair- 
manship, then I shall have to decide 
whether I will accept it.” .

Mr. Wise is one of the counsel for the 
Virginia negroes who attempted to have 
the new Virginia Constitution invalidated 
because it disfranch the colored men. 


Mr. Wise is in Washington to-night, and 
visite@ several leading Republican Con- 
gressmen. It is repo he. been 
trying to get one of them to object to 
the swearing in of Mr. Glass. 

Mr. Glass was elected to fill the unex- 
pired term of Peter J. Otey, who dled some 
months ago. If a member can be found to 
make the objection, it will take a ma- 
jority vote to prevent Mr. Glass from being 
sworn in. If the majority vote can be se- 
cured the case will be referred to com- 
mittee.

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TUGBOAT SAVES FAMILY. 
PROM SINKING BARGE 


Her Tow Knocked to Pieces on the 
Rocks. 


Four Unsuccessful Attempts to Lie To 
Before the Rescue Was Made— 
“ 
Policeman Nearly Drowned 
in Rowboat. 


During the storm last evening four per- 
sons nearly lost their lives on Long Island 
Sound through the sinking of @ coal barge, 
which ran on the rocks off North Brother 
Island. They were rescued by the crew 
of the tugboat Hattle B. of the McWIH- 
fams Towing Line, from which the barge 
had become separated through the snapping 
of the hawser. 

Five times Capt. Smith of the Hattie B. 
tried to get alongside of the barge, and only 
succeeded in getting off Capt. Bentley, his 
wife, and four children on the last at- 


tempt. 

About 7 o'clock last evening the Hattle 
B. was towing the coal barge through the 
Sound when just off North Brother Island 
the hawser snapped. The barge had 150 
tons of coal aboard and had been expe- 
r.eneing much difficulty in the choppy sea. 
When the hawser broke the heavy wind 
carried the barge toward the rocks not far 
from the shore, 

Capt. Bentley was at the tiller and he 
shouted to his wife to bring the children on 
deck. Slowly the barge drifted on toward 
the rocks and Capt. Bentley saw that the 
Hattie B., which was turning to the rescue, 
would not reach him in time. He gathered 
his little famliiy at the stern hatchway and 
made them lie down flat on the deck. The 
barge struck the rocks with terrific force 
and stove a five-foot hole near the bow. 

The barge began w sink slowly, and 
Capt. Bentley looked almost with despair 
at the tug which waz urying to lay to the 
barge. Four times the tug made the at- 
tempt only to be swe: past the barge. 
Finally on the fifth a:tempt, and just when 
the deck of the barg« at ihe stern was but 
afoot out of the wa-er, the tug hove to 
and was held in unti! the Bentley family 
had been taken abonru. Capt. Rentley was 
the last to leave the tur2e, and he had to 
jump to mvuke the tu: as it was being 
swept away by the tite ind wind. 

Patrolman Thomas of the Alexander Ave- 
nue Station was standing in the yards of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad, when he saw the hawser part 
and the barge drift toward the rocks. Then 
he saw excitement on the barge and Capt. 
Bentley gather his family around him 
Thomas thought he might be able to rescue 
them, and he jumped into a rowboat and 
put out for the barge. 

He had gone only a short distance, how- 
ever, when the rowboat became unmanage- 
able and partly filled with water. He had 
to turn back to save himself, and was near- 
ly exhausted when he reached the shore. 

he Hattie B. took her passengers to the 
railroad dock, and from there they made 
their way to the home of friends. 

Capt. entley told J’sliceman Thomas 
that he-had had narrow escapes from death, 
but never before had he come so close. He 
said that it seemed :ixe an hour from .he 
time the boat struck the rocks until they 
were rescued. althouga in fact it. war a 
little less than tén Min trew.

Two Radcliffe Students Operating a 


Place Where “ Perfect” Bread 
Only ts Made.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 30.—Two 
bright Radcliffe College girls are proprie- 
tors here of a bakery which is unlike any 
other in the world. Miss Stevenson. a 
South Carolinian, is the manager. Her 
partner is Miss Frances Elliott, the daugh- 
ter of a Toronto physician, a graduate of 
Toronto University and Radcliffe. Miss 
Elliott oversees the breadmaking. 

Miss Stevenson is a graduate of Con- 
verse College. To her is due the idea of a 
bakery which should turn out only perfect 
bread—bread which would meet all the re- 


quirements of wholesomeness and tooth- 
someness. With Miss Elliott she started a 
laboratory bakery. At first they did their 
own baking and the sales paid all expenses. 
To-day they have five trained bakers work- 
ing in two shifts. The demand far exceeds 
the capacity of the “ plant.” 
They make three kinds—a health bread 
cream bread, and whole wheat bread, and 
their process requires from eight to ten 
hours’ careful work.

DEARTH OF FIELD ANIMALS. 


Pest Has Almost Exterminated Cara- 
bacs in Philippines—Agriculture 
at a Standstill. 


MANILA, Nov. 30. — Efforts to restore 
agriculture in the Philippine Islands have 
been blocked by a dearth of field animals. 
Ninety per cent. of the carabaos died in the 
original epidemic of rinderpest, and of the 
small number imported since many have 
died. The Government had planned an ex- 
tensive importation of these animals to 
meet the crying need and had arrranged to 


have them immunized.

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BAD SMASHUP ON THE BRIDGE. 
Lowell M. Palmer's Coachman Seriously 


injured and His Coupe Wrecked 
by a Trolley Car. 


On their way across the Brooklyn Bridge 
late Saturday night to take a train at Jer- 
sey City for an extended shooting trip in 
the South, Lowell M. Palmer, Jr., a Brook- 
lyn clubman, and son of Lowell M. Palmer, 
the coal merchant, and his friend Mr. Mar- 
shall, a retired cordage man, met with a 
mishap which nearly cost them their lives. 
They were seated in a coupé driven by Mr. 
Palmer's coachman, George Miller, when 
they were crashed into by De Kalb Avenue 
Car No. 677, John McHale, motorman, and 
George Bauer, conductor, just as they 
reached the big tower on the Menhattan 
side of the span. 

In front of the coupé were three heavy 
milk trucks, and when Miller tried to turn 
owt from the trolley tracks when he heard 
the car behind he found his way blocked. 
Before the coachman could clear the tracks, 
the coupé was struck and thrown against 
the curb and entirely demolished. Wheels, 
lamps, shafts, &c., formed a heap of dé- 
bris in which the two occupants were 
pinued till Policeman McKeon of the bridge 
aes dra d them through the windows 
of the coupé. 

Though th men were cut by falling 
glass, and otherwise injured by the shock, 
they immediately rushed to the assistance 
of the coachman, who lay unconscious in 
the roadway. He was badly cut about the 
face and body, and Mr. Palmer placed Mil- 
ler in a carriage and took him to his own 
physician on the Manhattan side. Last 
night it was said in answer to a telephone 
message to Mr. Palmer's house that the 
coachman wes seriously injured. 

As the coupé was a wreck, it was left on 
the bridge and remained there all day Sun- 
day, the police awaiting word from the 
owner. 

Mr. Palmer and his friend, after seeing 
the coachman was in good hands, contin- 
ued on their way to Jersey City, where they 
caught a late train for the Southern hunt- 
ing ground.

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WOMAN ACCUSED OF 
MURDER A SUIGIDE 


Was Under Arrest.on Suspicion of 
Killing Her Two Children. 


THEIR LIVES WERE INSURED 


Woman Also Was Suspected of Having 
Killed Her Husband, Who Died 
Two Years Ago. 


DEXTER, Me.. Nov. 30.—Mrs. Hattie L. 
Whitten, who was arrested yesterday 
charged with having poisoned her nine- 
year-old daughter, from whose funeral she 
had just returned, committed suicide to- 
day by hanging from a ‘bedpost while in 
the custody of Deputy Sheriff Curtis. 

Her death ends a case which promised, 
from the suspicions held against Mrs. 
Whitten, to be as sensational as any in- 
quired into in Maine for a long time. 

Mrs. Whitten was suspected not only of 
having caused the death of the child buried 
yesterday, but also that of her husband, 
who died two years ago, and that of an 
elder daughter, aged eleven, who died Sept. 
19 last. Both children died suddenly when 
just previously they had appeared to be 
in the best of health. The children were 
insured for $56 and $85 respectively. 

Suspicion having been aroused by the 
death of the younger girl Thursday, the 
physicians decided to hold an autopsy. The 
autopsy was held while the body was at 
the cemetery awaiting interment. Traces 
of arsenic and strychnine were found. Mrs. 
Whitten's arrest followed. 

Without delay a Coroners’ jury -was im- 
paneled, and on evidence presented it re- 
ported that the girl's death was due to 
poison administered by the mother. 

Mrs. Whitten was. arraigned in court, 
pleaded not guilty to the charge of mur- 
der, was held until Tuesday for a hear- 
ing, and remanded into the care of Deputy 
Sheriff Curtis. She was taken to the heme 
of her son Lewis, who is married and lives 
here, for the night. She slept quietly with 
her mother, Mrs. David Livermore of Milo. 
Deputy Sheriff Curtis took her to his hame 
to-day, and kept her in sight until late in 
the afternoon, when he had occasion to go 
to the barn to feed his horses, In this brief 
interval Mrs. Whitten took two towels, 
tied them together, and with a noose 
hanged herself from the top of an old- 


fashioned bedpost. When Mr. Curtis re- 
turned he found hfe to be extinct. 

Since Mrs. Whitten’s death some of the 
evidence presented before the Coroner's 
jury has been made public. It was shown 
that she bought laudanum, arsenic, and 
castor oll the day prior to the death of one 
daughter, in September, and strychnine 
and arsenic on three days of last week. 

The autopsy showed evidences of poison- 
ing in the stomach, intestines, and brain, 
warranting the sending of these rts to 
Prof. Robinson of Bowdoin College for 
analysis. The stomach and intestines from 
the aoty of the elder daughter, which was 
exh yesterday, were also sent to Prof.

CHILDREN POISONED, PERHAPS. 


Parents Arrested in Philadelphia 
Connection with the Death of 
Little Daughters. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30.—After carry- 
ing on for a period of several weeks an in- 
vestigation into the cause of the death of 
Annie Williams, aged nine years, and her 
three-year-old Sister, Josephine, on Oct. 21 
and 22, respectively, the police authorities 
have arrested the parents of the dead chil- 
dren. The father. John W. Williams, was 
taken into custody late last night, and the 
mother was removed to the police station 
to-day, along with her other three sma!l 
children. 

Annie and Josephine died of what the at- 
tending physician thinks was poison, and so 
notified the Coroner. A chemical analysis 
tended to prove the doctor's theory. It is 
said the dead children were insured, the 
elder one for $115 and the younger child 


for $30. 
Williams and his wife deny that they 
were the cause of the death of the two chil-

COAL DELIVERED ON SUNDAY. 


Boston Dealers Yield to the Demands of 
Their Customers—The Situation

BOSTON, Nov. 30.—Coal was delivered 
to-day in all the residential districts of 
the city, the Metropolitan Coal Company 
and several other local coal dealers yield- 
ing to the demands of their customers and 
opening their establishments for the trans- 
action of Sunday business. 

The comparatively cold weather of the 
past- week has, it is said, awakened the 
citizens of Boston to a realization of the 
serious scarcity of coal which exists. All 
day yesterday coal dealers were besieged 
by customers who wanted coal, and wanted 
it at once. The dealers were unable to do 
anything for them, except allow small 
quantities to old customers. None of them 
could promise immediate delivery of even 
as much as a quarter of a ton. 

One dealer sald that the situation to- 
day was more serious than at any time 
since the strike began. He also said he 
saw no immediate prospect of a drop in 
prices or of an adequate ery until April.

DE WET’S BOOK ON THE WAR.

Boer and Briton Criticised Alike—Little 
Praise for Roberts or ‘Kitchener— 
Burgher Treachery Alleged. 


LONDON, Dec. L—“‘ Had not so many 
of our burghers proved false to their own 
colors England, as the great Bismarck 
foretold, would have found her grave in 
South Africa.” That is the keynote of 

De Wet’s book, entitled “ Three 
Years’ War,” published by Archibald Con- 
stable & Co, here, and dedicated by the 


Boer General “To my fellow-sub 
the British Empire.” é — 


It is perhaps the most remarkable book 
by the most remarkable leader that any 
recent war has produced. The concise 
simply told tale of the extraordinary cam- 
paign is marked throughout with the stamp 
of truth. The baldness of the narrative 
only serves to bring into striking reltet 
the fiery passages in which a strong man. 
literally blurts out his soul in Pathetic: re- ._.. 
giet ‘vr bitter denunciation. In thus taking » 
the public into his confidence De Wet 
loses nothing of the glamour with which his 
exploits in the field surrounded him. In 
criticising he spares no one; Boer and 
Briton come equally under the lash. 

De Wet declares that whatever the Brit- 
ish people may have to say in discredit 


of Gen, Buller, he had to operate against 
stronger positions than any other British 
General. Throughout the work the Boer 
General has but slight praise for Lord 
Roberts, and little more for Lord Kitchener. 
Gen. Knox is almost the only British Gen- 
eral who seems to have struck De Wet as 
& commander with real military genius, 

Of “Tommy Atkins” De Wet ‘has many 
kéndly things to say,.and he declares that 

the British were far from being _ bad 

The comparative immunity of the 

Boers from harm De Wet constantly and 
most fervently attributes to the interposi- 
tion-of God. “If any reader,” he says, 
is eager to know how it was I kept out 
of the enerfhy'’s hands I can only answer, 
although I may not be understood, that 
I ascribed it to nothing else than this— 
it was not God’s will that I should faW 
into their hands. Let those who rejoice at 
oP ~ * a escapes give all the praise 

o God.” 

Nevertheless, the book teems with ac- 
counts of the military and other strategies 
by which De Wet outwitted his pursuers. 
Frequently he recounts cases of desertion 
and panic among his own men when his en- 
treaties and sjamboking were all of no 
avail. De Wet pays a tribute to Gen. 
Cronje for his bravery, but declares tha 
he lost at Paardeberg only on accourt o 
his fatal obstinacy in refusing to leave the 
laager as he was advised tu do by Gen. 
Botha and by the writer himself. 

gg his own forces, De Wet writes: 
“It was far easier to fight against tho 
great English Army than against treach- 
ery among my own people, and an iron will 
was required to fight against both. Once, if 
only our orders had been carried out a Ht- 
tle more strictly and if only the most 
elementary rules of strategy had been ob- 
served in our efforts to break the British 
lines of communication, Lord Roberts and 
his thousands of troops would have found 
themselves shut up in Pretoria, where they 
would have perished of hunger. It was not 
the skill of their Commander in Chief that 
sayed them.”’ . 

Of the blockhouses De Wet is frankly 
contemptuous. ‘‘The blockhouse policy,” 
he says, “might equally well have been 
called the policy of the blogkhead.” The 
writer emphatically defends the right to 
blow up railroad lines and trains as the 
usage of war, and he declares that he 
never missed an opportunity to do su.

MUIRHEAD WIRELESS SYSTEM. 


Successful Experiments on the John- 
ston Liner Vedamore., 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 30.—The Johnston 
liner Vedamore, which is equipped with a 
wireless telegraph station, arrived here to- 
day and reported remarkable experiments 
with the Muirhead system, which inven- 
tion is backed by English capitalists. The 
station is in charge of W. J. Blenheim. He 
is enthusiastic over the success achieved. 

Regarding the experiments on the voy- 
age, Mr. Blenheim said he had received 
messages at a distance of 1,000 mileg 
sea, but owing to the restricted power 4 
the apparatus on the vessel, he was only 
able to transmit a me 300 miles. When 
nearly 800 miles from Holyhead the station 
at that point was picked up, and for sev- 
eral hours messages were received and 
transmitted. The Morse alphabet is used 
in transmitting messages, and the char- 
acters are recorded on a paper ribbon like 
that of a stock broker's ticker. 

Mr. Blenheim claims that with the Muir- 
head system he can intercept messages be- 
ing sent between two given points, even 
though over a system other than his own.

WORK OF THE ABM 


Reorganization of Militia and 
Creation of General Staff Urged 


ANTI-CANTEEN LAW CRITICISED 


Army Confronted with a Serious 
Educational Problem — Re- 
vised Tariff and Gold 
Standard for Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—In his annual 
repert, made public to-day, Secretary Root 
makes a number of important recommen- 
dations, chief among them being these: 

1. That the strength of the regular army 
be maintained at 60,000. 

2, That a General Staff for the army be 
created. 

3. That the title of Commanding General 
be abolished and the title of Chief of Stafr 
substituted therefor. 

4. That the best possible educational ad- 


vantages be affordeg to the young officers | 


of the army who came into the service dur- 
ing the war with Spain without a West 
Point training. 

5. That the Militia bill passed by 
House at the last session of Congress be 
passed by the Senate. 

6. That the anti-canteen law be repealed. 

7. That the 
same manner as the Government dealt with 
the Indians—that is, to 
period to maintain their tribal governments 
under the authority and supervision of the 
United States. 

8 That the duties levied in the United 


States upon products of the Philippine Isl- | 


ands imported therefrom be reduced to 25 
per cent. of the Dingley tariff rates. 

9. That the gold standard be established 
in the Philippines. 


When the order issued by the War De- | 


partment on Oct. 24 last providing for the 
reduction of the strength of the army to 
59,866 has been carried out, there will be 
ieft in the Philippine Islands 13,480 men, 
the rest of the military force, exclusive of 
the coast artillery maintained in Hawaii, 
Cuba, and Porto Rico, and the small de- 
tachment of infantry in Peking, being in 
the United States. 

The increase of the army from 25,000, 
which was its strength before the war with 
Spain, to 60,000, has made necessary a 
great increase in barracks, quarters, hos- 
pitals, and all the constructions which go 
to make up an army post. The accommo- 
dations which had been provided before 
the war with Spain are now inadequate 
und require to be more than doubled. The 
policy of the department has been rather 
to increase the size of the posts than to in- 
their number. Considerable diffi- 
culty has been experienced in securing the 
additional land needed, and the prices 
which the Government has been forced to 
pay have been exorbitant. 


THE EDUCATIONAL PROBLEM. 


The appointment of a large number of 
officers from the ranks and from civil life 
during the war with Spain has confronted 
the department with a weighty educational 
problem. Of the 2,900 officers of the line 
ef the army, 1,818 have been appointed 
since the beginning of the war with Spain. 
Of these but 276 were supplied by the West 
Point Academy; the remaining 1,542 have 
come 414 from the ranks, 512 from civil 
life, and 616 from the volunteers of the 
war with Spain and in the Philippines. 
Commenting upon this showing, Secretary 
Root says: 

“The volunteers ana the enlisted men 
have of course acquired useful experience, 
and they were all selected on the ground 
of their military conduct and intelligence. 
Yet it is generally true of the whole 1,542, 
constituting more than one-half of all the 
officers of the line, that they have had no 
systematic military education. They con- 
stitute nearly the entire body of First and 
Second Lieutenants. After some years, 
when their seniors have passed off the 
stage, they will have to supply our Gen- 
erals and Colonels and chief staff officers 
charged with the instruction, discipline, 
and command of our forces. Unless the 
theory of military education under which 
we have maintained the Academy at West 
Point for a century is all a mistake, it is 
very important to give to this class of 
young officers, now that they are in the 
army, some degree of the educational ad- 
vantages which the West Point men get 
before they are commissioned. The same 
will be true of future accessions to the 
force of officers, for the West Point 
Academy, even with the recent enlarge- 
ments, cannot be expected to fill more 
than about two-thirds of the annual va- 
cancies which will occur in the ordinary 
course of life.” 

The department is now devising a syste- 
matic scheme of instruction to meet the 
needs of the service. It will be under the 
direction of the War College Board. 


NEED OF A GENERAL STAFF. 


“The most important thing to be done 
now for the regular army," says the Sec- 
retary, “‘is the creation of a General 
Staff.”” The military system of the United 
States, he says, Ils ‘“‘ exceedingly defect- 
ive at the top.’ Continuing, the Secretary 


ays: 
‘‘ Neither our political nor our military 
system. makes it suitable that we should 
have a general staff organized like the 
German General Staff or like the French 
General Staff; but the common experience 
of mankind is that the things which those 
general staffs do have to be done in every 
well-managed and well-directed army, and 
they have to be done by a _ body 
men especially assigned to do them. We 
shovid have such a body of men selected 
and organized in our own way and in ac- 
cordance with our own system to do those 
essentia’ things. The most intelligible way 
to describe such a body of men, however 
selectee and organized, is by calling it a 
General Staff, because its duties are staff 
duties and are general in their character. 
“It was the lack of such a body of men 
doing that kind of work which led to the 
coufusion attending the Santiago expedi- 
tion in the Summer of 1898. The confusion 
at Tampa and elsewhere was the necessar y 
result of having a large number o men, 
each of them doing his own an work 
the best he could, but without any ade- 


quate force of officers engaged in seeing | 


that they pulled together according to de- 
tailed plans made beforehand.”’ 

The Secretary then suggests that the 
designation of the officer now called the 
Commanding General should be changed to 
Chief of Staff. The troubles between the 
department and the different Command- 
ing Generals since the Mexican war, owing 
to indefinite powers of the Commanding 
General, are reviewed. ‘‘ Experience,” says 
the Secretary, ‘‘ has shown that it is im- 
ossible for any officer to really exerci 
n this country in time of peace the pewele 
which appear and are assumed to be con- 
ferred along with the title of ‘Command- 
ing General of the Army.’"’ He continues: 
“The tile of Chief of Staff, on the other 
hand, denotes a duty to advise. inform, and 
assist a superic> officer who has command 
and to represent him, acting in his name 
and by his authority in carrying out his 
policies and securing the execution of his 
commands. The officer who accepts the 
position assumes the highest obligation to 
- perfectly loyal to his commander, to ex- 
clude all personal interest from his advice 
and representation, and to try. in the most 
whole-hearted way, to help him to right 
conclusions, and to successful execution of 
his policies, even though his conclusions 
may not agree with the advice given. For 
the successful performance of his duties 
the Chief of Staff must have the entire 
confidence of his commander. In _ propor- 
tion as he merits that confidence, the Chief 
of Staff gradually comes to find his advice 
usually accepted, and to really exercise the 
authority of his commander, subject only 
to the most genera! directions, just as von 
Moltke exercised the authority of King 
William of Prussia as his Chief of Staff.”’ 


THE MILITIA SYSTEM 


The Secretary strongly recommends the 
passage of the Militia bill which passed the 
session. In this connec-

makes it the duty of the Federal Congress 

to provide for organizing, arming, and 
disciplining the militia,” and “for calling 
forth the militia to execute the laws of the 
Union, suppress insurrections, and repel ‘n- 
vasions.”” The National Guard organiza- 
tions of the several States have grown up 
in default of any National system and to 
meet local requirements. Their relations to 
the Federal Government have never been 
defined or settled. The confusion, contro- 
versy, and bad feeling arteing from this un- 
certain status were painfully apparent at 
the beginning of the war with Boain. and 
it must Always be the same until Congress 
shall exercise its Constitutional power over 
the subject.” 

The Secretary points out that Presidents 
Washington, Jefferson, Madison, and Mon- 
roe all made suggestions for legislation 
upon the line of the Militia bill now pend- 
ing. Discussing the provisions of the bill 
the Secretary says: 

“The fundamental idea of the bill is to 
recognize the value to the National Gov- 
ernment of the National Guard, which is 
capable of being utilized, first, as active 
militia when called out by the President 
for the specific purposes enumerated in 
the Constitution; second, as an already or- 
ganized volunteer force when tts organiza- 
tions rpspond as such to calls for volun- 
teers for general military purposes un- 
der authority of Congress, and, third. as 
the great school of the volunteer séldier, 
the benefits of which are received by the 
| country when the members of the Guard 
respond individually to calls for volunteers. 
The bill undertakes to regulate and provide 
for these various relations of the Na- 

tional Guard and its members to the gen- 
| eral system; to conform the organization, 
armament. and discipline of the Guard to 
that of the regular and volunteer armies 
of the United States; to establish closer 
relations and better co-operation between 
the National Guard and the regular army; 
to promote the efficiency and dignity of 
| the Guard as a part of the military system 

of the United States. ‘ 

“To aid in accomplishing these objects, 
and in recognition of the benefits to the 
General Government that come from the 
Guard altogether outside of its service to 
| the individual States, the bill provides that 





the General Government shall furnish to 

the Guard the same arms which it fur- 
| nishes to the regular army, and for the 
| voluntary participation by the Guard with 
| the regular army in manoeuvres and field 

exercises for brief periods in each year. 

The bill also contains provisions making 
the National Guard organizations which 
choose voluntarily to go beyond the Iimita- 
tions of militia service In effect a First 
Volunteer Reserve, and further provisions 
for the enrollment of a Second Volunteer 
Reserve not exceeding 100,000, to be com- 
posed of trained men who have served in 
the National Guard or in the regular army 
or the volunteer armies of the United 
States. 

“These would constitute the first volun- 
teer regiments after the National Guaré 
Volunteers under any call by Congress. It 
also provides for ascertaining by practical 
tests, in advance of a call for volunteers. 
| the fitness of members of the National 

Guard, graduates of the military schools 

and colleges, and other citizens with mili- 

tary trainiag, to hold volunteer commis- 

sions, thus constituting an eligible list from 
which in case of a call for volunteers the 
officers of the Second Reserve must be 
taken, and the officers of the gen- 
eral body of volunteers may be taken. 

With the system provided for by the 

bill carried into effect we should be 

able while maintaining a standing army of 
but 60,000 men to put a force of at least 

20,000 well-trained men into the field in- 

Stantly upon a declaration of war, and the 

cost would be less than to maintain but a 

few additional regiments of regular troops.” 


COAST DEFENSE. 


The report shows great progress in the 
work of coast defense. After detailing 
what has been done in the way of mount- 
ing new guns, the Secretary says: 

‘Observers of our coast defense work 
sometimes speak of it as defective because 
it is incomplete. It is indeed incomplete. 
It is only about half finished. It is a work 
which requires time and has been begun 
but recently. Before the. war with Spain 
it procecded tn a very leisurely way. Since 
the beginning of that war it has been 
pressed forward with great activity. The 
work was commenced in 1888; but for the 

| eight years which followed prior to 1896 


the total appropriations for the construc- 
tion of fortifications amounted to but §$3,- 
521,000, or an average of $440,000 a year, 
while for the last seven years, beginning 
with 1886, the appropriations have amount- 
ed to $22,236,000, or an average of $3,176,- 
(v0 a year, an annual increase of more 
than sevenfold. The appropriations for the 
construction of guns and carriages for sea- 
coast defense for the eight years ewer to 
1806 were but $8,100,000, (not including the 
unsuccessful dynamite gun,) an average 
annual rate of $1,012,000, while the appro- 
yes for the same pag any) for the 

*t seven years were $24,193,000, or an 
annual average of $3,456,000, an annual in- 
crease of more than threefold. Out of the 
$5,000,000 oupeanee for both classes of 
work over .000,000 have been appropri- 
aicd in the last seven years."’ 

Recent tests have restored the confi- 
dence of the artillery branch in mortars, 
and the Secretary recommends ae 
tions for their construction. The Ordnance 
Department has produced a new rifle which 
is sald to be an improvement upon the pres- 
ent service rifle. Five thousand of them 
have been ordered for practical trial in the 
service. 

The appropriations for the army for 1902 
were $116,000,000 and the expenditures 
$78,000,000.

One of the problems connected with the 
administration of army affairs which nas 
excited more discussion than probably any 
other is that of the canteen. Upon this 
subject Secretary Root says: 

“Referring to the operation of Section 
38 ot the act of Feb. 2, 1901, which pro- 


hibits the sale of beer and light wines in 
post exchanges, I said in my last report 
that a great body of reports had been re- 
ceived which indicated that the effect of 
| the law was unfortunate, but that I 
thought a sufficient time had not elapsed 
to give the law a fair trial, and that the 
observation ana report of its working would 
be continued during the ensuing year. 
‘“‘A great number of additional reports 
have now been received, and they confirm 
the impression produced by the earlier re- 
| ports. I am convinced that the general ef- 
| fect of prohibiting the use of beer and light 
| wines within the limited area of the army 
post is to lead the enlisted men to go out of 
the post, to frequent vile resorts which 
cluster in the neighborhood, to drink bad 
whisky to excess, and to associate inti- 
mately with abandoned men and more 
abandoned women, and that the operation 
of the law is to increase drunkenness, dis- 
ease of the most loathsome kind, insubor- 
dination and desertion, and moral and phy- 
sical degeneration. 

‘These reports are ready to be sent to 
Congress whenever that body desires to 
consider the subject." 


PHILIPPINE PROBLEMS. 


There is a great amount of information 
in the Secretary's report about the part 
played by the army in the new possessions 
of the United States. The Secretary makes 
this comment upon the criticism of the 
conduct of the army in the Philippines: 

“There was at one time in the public 
press and on the floor of Congress much 
criticism of the conduct of the army in the 
Philippines, as being cruel and inhuman. 


All wars are cruel. This conflict consisted 
| chiefly of guerrilla warfare. It lasted for 
| some three years and a half, and extended 
' over thousands of miles of territory. Over 
| 120,000 men were engaged upon our side, 
! and much greater numbers upon the other, 
| and we were fighting against enemies who 

totally disregarded the laws of civilized 
warfare, and who were guilty of the :nost 
atrocious treachery and inhuman cruelty. 
! It was impossible that some individuals 
should not be found upon our side who 
were unnecessarily and unjustifiably cruel. 

Such instances, however, after five months 

of searching investigation by a committee 

of the Senate, who took some three thou- 
| sand printed pages of testimony, appear 
| to have been comparatively few, and they 

were in violation of strict orders obedience 
to which characterized the conduct of the 
|; army as a whole.” 

The Secretary recommends that the 
Moros be allowed to keep up their tribal 
) governments under the supervision of the 

"nited States for a period, at least, and 
that the slave trade among them be abol- 
ished gradually. To free the slaves by a 
single act, he says, would mean a war of 
extermination. 

All organized resistance to United States 
authority in the Philippine Archipelago is 
| said to be at an end. The devastating war- 
tare and the plagues which have visited the 
islands have been serious drains upon the 
resources of the people. To help toward the 
restcration of prosperity a reduction itn the 
tariff to 25 per cent. of the Dingley rates 
and the establishment of the gold standard 
are recommended. 

Or the 17,343 immigrants who entered the 
Philippines for the first time during ihe 
past year 15,312, or 88 per cent. were 

mericans. 

AThe discontinuance of the Porto Rico 
regiment is recommended, there being no 
further occasion for maintaining a special 


and peculiar force on the island at the 
expense of the United States, outside of 
the sea coast defense fortifications. 


MANUFACTURERS VERY BUSY. 


Unprecedented Imports of Materials for 
Their Factories—New Record Also 
for Exporte of Their Products. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The activity 
of the manufacturers of the United States, 
measured by the figures of imports of 
manufacturers’ materials and exports of 
manufactured articles, is greater than ever 
before. ° 

Imports of manufacturers’ materials in 
the ten months ending with October, 1902, 
ore, as shown by the figures of the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics, $365,000,000 
against $201,000,000 in the corresponding 
months of 1896, $274,000,000 in the corre- 
sponding months of 1890, and $319,000,000 
in the corresponding months of 1901. 

The imports of manufacturers’ materials 
in ten months of 1902, therefore, are 15 
per cent. higher than those of 1901, the 
highest record heretofore, and more than 
80 per cent. in excess of the figures for 
the corresponding months of 1896. 

On the other hand, exports of manufac- 
tures are ulso larger than those of any 


preceding ten months’ period, with the 
single exception of 1900, showing an in- 
crease of $15.000,000 over the total for the 
ten months of 1901, and being actually 
more than double the figures for the cor- 
responding months in 185.

MINNESOTA TARIFF VIEWS. 


No General Demand There for Revision, 
Says Senator Nelson—Hostility to 
tron and Steel Schedules. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—According to 
Senator Knute Nelson of Minnesota, there 
is no general demand in that State for tariff 
revision. He said to-night: 

“TI spent five weeks in the campaign in 
my State, appearing on the stump every 
day and sometimes two or three times. 
There is really not a well-defined demand 
for tariff revision in Minnesota. Here and 
there I found a number of business men de- 
cidedly outspoken on the subject, and they 


had clear ideas of what changes in the 
schedules they wanted. But as a rule there 
was little discussion of the tariff in the 
campaign. 

““ Years ago, when I was a member of the 
House, the whole delegation from our 
State, with the exeeption of Gov. Wash- 
burn, voted against a tariff bill because 
there was such an unmistakable protest 
from our people against the rates of duty 
on a nu r of articles entering into use 
on the fdrms. There is now a strong hos- 
tility to the iron and steel schedules of the 
Dingley tariff. Farmers think the prices 
of wire and nails and many things that 
they consume have gone too high. I am 
not sure that a part of the cause for high 
prices lies in the fact that consumption is 
ahead of production-in these things and 
that the duty has really little to do with 
the advance of prices At any rate, the 
trouble has not gone so far as to produce 
any general demand for tariff revision. 
Our people are all prospering and getting 
g001 prices for their stock and grain. 

“I observed that Gov. Lind. in his can- 
vass in the Minneapolis district, began to 
talk about reciprocity with Canada, but the 
issue did not last long and there was prac- 
tically no business tn it. He soon dropped 
it and devoted himself to the trusts, which 
occupied his attention to the end of the 
campaign.” 


Prof. Moses Likely to be Relieved Soon 
—Gov. Taft Also May Relin- 
quish His Post. 


Special to The New York Times 

WASHINGTON, Novy. 30.—It is not im- 
probable that during the coming Winter 
there will be some important changes in 
the personnel of the Philippine Govern- 
ment. It is expected that Prof. Bernard 
Moses, who has asked to be relieved, will 
come home in January and his place on the 
commission will be taken by Gen. James F. 
Smith of the Philippine Supreme Court. 
Jen. Smith has been in the Philippines 
from the first occupation of the archipel- 
ago by United States forces, and he is in- 
timately acquainted with all phases of life 
among the people there. For two years he 
has been a member of the Supreme Court 
of the islands. He was in the lU'nited States 
on leave when Gov..Taft came home and 
was detailed to accompany the Governor 
to Rome. 

There is also an expectation that Gov. 
Taft, who has been in the islands for three 
years, will ask to be relieved. Gov. Taft's 
health has not been good, and only by he- 
roic determination has he continued in act- 
ive service for the past year. The fact that 
has impelled hinf to this has been the desire 
to confer on the people of the islands a re- 
publican form of government. When the 
act passed last session giving the Phi.:: 
pines self-government shall have been per- 
fected he will consider that his tour of 
duty has been performed. 


MORO IDEAS OF AMERICANS. 


Natives Surprised to Find They Are Not 
Ten Feet Tali with Horns and Tails. 


MANILA, Nov. 30.—Capt. Pershing, with 
sixty men, has completed a march across 
the Island of Mindanao from Camp Vicars 
to Yligan. This is possibly the first time 
that white men have ever made the jour- 
ney. Capt. Pershing visited the villages of 
Madaya and Marahul. 

On his way to Madaya he found the 
Moros were surprised to learn that Ameri- 
eans were not monsters 10 feet tall, with 
horns and tails, At Marahui he addressed 
500 Moros, telling them of the friendly pur- 
poses of the Americans. 

Representatives of the Nato and Bocayu- 
tan Tribes. which are now at war, asked 
Capt. Pershing to arbitrate the differences 
between them. The Captain agreed to visit 
them and give his arbitration on his return 
journey to ig Vicars. No hostility was 
shown toward the column on the march. 

The constabulary in the Zambales Prov- 
ince reports a repulsive incident of cruelty 
perpetrated by ladrones. Several columns 
of constabulary had been chasing the la- 
drones with the assistance of friendly na- 
tives, Five of the friendlies straggled from 
the column, and were captured by ladrones, 
who amputated the tongue and gouged out 
the eyes of one friendly, and then sent him 
back to the constabulary. The fate of the 
other four is unknown.

MAY INVOLVE CITY OFFICIALS. 


Expert Said to Blame Bad Bookkeeping 
for Irregularities in Newark 
Water Accounts. 


NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 30.—The expert 
who has been going over the books of the 
Board of Street and Water Commissioners 
has prepared his report, and it will be pre- 
sented at the meeting of the board on 
Thursday next. 

The Commissioners have already been ap- 
prised of the contents of the report, and 
while they will not discuss it enough has 
been gleaned to show that irregularities 
exist and that there will be some changes 
made in the official staff. All the money 
paid in for water rent has been accounted 
for, but amounts paid in for permits for 
tapping mains cannot be traced. It is said 
the irregularities are due to a bad system 
of bookkeeping and not to crookedness. 

Several years ago the same conditions 
existed and the old accounts were all 
closed and a new system adopted. It seems 
to be no better than the old one. The board 
is composed entirely of Republicans. 

HOT CHASE IN CENTRAL PARK, 


Man Trips Up and Holds Prisoner Es- 
caping from Detectives. 


For some time the Westcott Express 
Company has been missing small pieces of 
baggage from its room in the Grand Cen- 
tral Station. It complained to Capt. Titus 
of the Central Office, and he assigned De- 
tective Sergeants Doherty and Rheume to 
the case. On Saturday evening the offi-

BAPTIST MINISTER RESIGNS. 


The Rev. George K. MacDonald of Long 
Island City Refers to Reports That 
Disturbed His Congregation. 


The Rev. George K. MacDonald resigned 
yesterday as pastor of the East Avenue 
Zaptist Church, East Avenue and Eighth 
Street, Long Island City, the resignation 
to take éffect on Jan. 1 
After the letter had been read Mr. Mac- 
Donald gave a short explanation of his 
act. He said that he was satisfied that 
reports that had been circulated about him 
had caused the congregation to dwindle 
down. He referred to a. member. of the 
church. who. had .ceased to attend the 
church, and remarked that the desertion 
was like that of a General from his army. 

In his home, in Nott Avenue, the minister 
refused to discuss the reference to the re- 
ports against him. He said that the 
church. was no longer able to pay his sal- 
ary and that he had not been paid in a 
year. Many of the congregation had moved 
to more desirable residence neighborhoods, 
he said, and many had moved toward 
Flushing. His advice te the congregation, 
he said, would be to sell the present church 
building and erect a smaller one. When 
the present. building was erected the church 
had a membership of about 1,000. 

Mr. MacDonald said he would not accept 
another call, but would go into some mer- 
cantile business. He is a magazine writer 
and the author of several books. Fifteen 
vears ago he was known as the “ Boy 
Preacher.” 


THE WATER STREET MISSION. 


Thirtieth Anniversary of the Jerry Mc- 
Auley Work Celebrated. 


The old Jerry McAuley Water Street Mis- 
sion celebrated its thirtieth anniversary 
yesterday.

PERFUME CONCERT F FAILS. 


Scoffers Spoil It with Tobacco Smoke 


and Facetious. Remarks — Esthetes 
and Deaf-Mutes Disappointed. 


Dense clouds of tobacco smoke and the 
hilarity of the unbelievers, who could not 
imagine that there might be such a thing 
as.a perfumery concert, put an end last 
night to the chief attraction offered at the 
benefit entertainment for E. E. 
New York Theatre, 

The place was crowded, and with patrons 
not often seen in a vaudeville house. There 
was a little colony o6f-deaf-mutes who were 
all eagerness for a concert. They had 
never heard one and were busy through the 
preceding the number in which they 
were most interestéd signaling to one an- 
other how great wéuld be the pleasure if 
it should prove possible for them to enjoy 
a recital where suggestions of music would 
come to them through their olfactory 
nerves 

Near by them was a man with a decided 
Cyrano de Bergerac nose, who was all 
eagerness for the entertainment. He went 
so far as to hiss the other performers 
that they might be short in their encores, 
and he be enabled to share in the delights 
of a perfume concert through his splendid- 
iy developed organ of smell. Not far away 
was a group of ptople who have been 
accustomed to flee to the mountains be- 
fore the flowers begin to bloom, that the 
June roses may not bring on the dreaded 
hay fever. In additinn there were quite a 
number of people of aesthetic tastes eager 
to experience-a neW and presumably delight- 
ful sensation. The others of the big au- 
dience had. come to ye amused with horse- 
play, ragtime, dancin and singing sou- 
brettes. They had ny faith in the perfume 
récital, and they chiefly contributed to its 
failure. 

It had been announced that Sadakichi 
Hartmann, who styles himself on the play 
bill ‘‘ Chrysanthemum,” in honor of his 
birthplace, would cohduct the recital, which 
he called *‘A Journey to Japan.” 

Two boxes about ‘the size of beehives 
were placed on thé stage. Behind them 
were powerful eleciric fans, and the con- 
ductor was going to put in the boxes linen 
saturated with perfumes, the extracts of 
the flowers of the nattons. air cur- 
rents were to drive the odors out into the 
theatre. 

He appeared, a lean little man, with the 
undeniable mark of enthusiastic belief in 
his power to please and an aesthetic joy 
at his chance to show that he could do so. 
The currents were thrown on and had power 
enough to blow back the tobacco smoke in 
dense clouds from the pit of the house and 
into the galleries and the boxes. 

The people of delicate eusceptibilities and 
#he longing for the new sensation ap- 
plauded. The man with the big nose shout- 
ed bravo. .The deaf-mutes stamped their 
feet and slapped their hands. All might 
have been well if a man in the gallery 
had not interrupted the conductor, as he 
was telling the audience of the journey he 
was going to take them on. The interpre- 
ter at the conclusion of the speaker's re- 
quest that the audience ,lend him their 
imaginations, shouted: 

*'Taint necessary, I smell it now, and 
its Barren Island! "* Hartmann was deep- 
ly distressed at the laughter which fol- 
towed. He told about the steamer getting 
under way. when another irreverent per- 
son shouted that he did not like the smell 
of the scuppers and that there were too 
many aboard. who were sea sick. Hart- 
mann grew visibly nervous. He announced 
that he had his voyagers in England where 
they could smell the wild rose. The theatre 
was rapidly filling with the pleasant aroma 
when some one shouted: 

**Hey, Professor! There is a discord in 
that’ perfume melody. You struck a jar- 
ring. note, which reminds me of the time 
the gas meter leaked.”’ 

Hartmann trembled with sorrow and con- 

gsternation. He said that the voyagers were 
in Germany as they could tell by the per- 
fume of the violet.

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MISSION REVIVAL BEGINS 


Bishop of Thetford, England, 
Preaches in Two Churches. 


- 


Says More Money Is Spent Here for 
Table Luxuries Than for Missions © 
—Plans for the Week. 


Many Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church from far away places are here to 
aid in conducting the great Episcopal 
mission revival now in progress. Some of 
them filled pulpits in this city yesterday. 

The Right Rev. Arthur T. Lioyd, Bishop 
of Thetford, England, preached at the 
Church of the Incarnation, on Madison 
Avenue, in the morning and at Calvary 
Church, Fourth Avenue and Twenty-first 
Street, in the evening. 

At the Church of the Incarnation the 
Bishop, in speaking of the Advent Mis- 
sionary meetings, alluded to the vast oppor- 
tunities for church missionary work, and 
said, among other things: 

‘‘The Gospel must be preached in all the 
world. Time was when the world was a 
beautiful park of God's creation, but since 
evil came into the world we need not puzzle 
ourselves about its origin, but we should 
concentrate all our powers to drive it out. 
If, as we have no reason to disbelieve, 
there are other worlds, let us hope no one 
has such a sad history as ours. Can it be 
that the story of the lost sheep from among 
the ninety and nine means that of all God's 
worlds only one world, our own—sinned and 
has gone astray? It was to win back this 
world that Jesus became the child of 
Mary. Evangelization of the world is the 
supreme Christian object. Preach the Gos- 
pel to all creatures. The object of this 
conference being held in this great city 
during the coming week is to stimulate 
this work, to bring it home to each indi- 
vidual heart,’ 

Speaking at Calvary 
the Bishop of Thetford said in part: 

* During the past fifty years the Church 
has made giant strides in this work of for- 
eign missions, but we need to stir the 
spirits of those who are not in earnest. Is 
the Church in this great city of New York 
alive to her duty and responsibility to God? 
Is she doing her duty in missionary work? 
We have lett undone those things which we 
ought to haye done. We all know God's 
will, God does not confine His love to New 
York City, but He wills that every man, 
woman, and child In the world shall have 
the same chance as you in New York. 

“There is more money spent in New York 
in one year for table juxuries than is 
spent in missions. ‘There are spent yearly 
in England over one hundred and sixty-two 
millions for rum, while only two or three 
millions are sent into the mission field. 

“Some say that the heathen converts 
lead such inconsistent lives; but go into 
the heart of any heathen land you like and 
find the missionary at work away from the 
contact of the vices of the white men, and 
you may pick a congregation which will 
compare most favorably with any congre- 
gation you may choose in any Christian and 
civilized country. 

““Some people say that we 
give so much attention to the foreign mis- 
sions when we have so many heathen at 
home. Whose fault is this? The neglect of 
our duty at home is no excuse for not dving 
our work abroad.” 

These Advent missionary meetings will 
be continued through this week and their 
object is to awaken greater interest in the 
mission work of. the church. The pro- 
gramme of exercises includes reviews of 
all phases of mission work. 

At noon to-day services will be held sim- 
ultaneously in Trinity Church and 8t. 
Paul's Chapel. These meetings are intend- 
ed for business men. Bishop Lloyd will of- 
ficiate at Trinity and Bishop 8S. C. Part- 
ridge of Kyoto, Japan, will be in the pulpit 
at St. Paul's Chapel.

UNJUST TREATMENT OF CUBA. 


Dr. Cortland Myers Says Americans 
Ought to Have a Day of Repentance 
Instead of Thanksgiving. 


“The most important question in the 
American Government at this time is the 
unjust relation to Cuba,"’ said Dr. Cortland 
Myers in the Baptist Temple, Brooklyn, 
last evening. ‘‘ This is the cause of their 
riots even if it is indirect. It may also be 
the cause of our coal field riots and other 
evil conditions and death dealing forces at 
work in our society. We have made most 
sacred promises and up to this moment in 
spirit and reality have broken them, to 
our discredit before all earth and to our 
condemnation before all heaven. The Goy- 
ernment that will lie is the Government 
that will die, is written across every page 
history. Truth is the granite 
foundation upon which the superstructure 
of the nation must rise. 

** We have heard boasts this past week a 
thousand times repeated concerning our 
prosperity and almost burst with pride over 
the praises of Yankee genius. But our 
prosperity is not in the wheat fields of the 
Great West, but in the halls of the Capi- 
tol at Washington. The Yankee has genius, 
and is still making at a nutmegs and 
selling them in the National legislative 
halls. We have been “unjust and untrue 
to Cuba and the world. We ought to have 
a repentance day instead of a Thanksgiv- 
ing Day. We preachers of righteousness 
did plead for Cuba against the tyranny of 
Spain. We are false to ourselves and our 
gospel if we do not now plead for Cuba 
against the United States. One stamp of 
tyranny and oppression may be no less 
guilty and ruinous than the other. If we 
do not redeem our pledges—implied or oth- 
erwise—and retain our honor, and open our 
markets to this burdened people on favor- 
able terms, we are making declaration em- 
phatic of a design iniquitous upon this 
republic. 

“We cannot shake off. this stupendous 
burden by saying, ‘The President is not 
to blame and the people are not to blame. 
It is the Representatives." Yes. But whom 
do they represent? There is distrust and 
hatred of American invasion every hour 
in Cuba, and thisis the best of reasons for 
it. We are to blame and may have more 
strikes or other perils and lose our boasted 
prosperity and be blind te the reason. A 
great wave of moral emphasis and righteous 
demand ought to be made to sweep over this 
Washington like a 
whirlwind. Our relation to Cuba may 
seem unimportant—it involves the greatest 
of all questions, and has in it the Nation's 
destiny.’ 


NEW INDUSTRIAL Y. M. C, A. 


Senator Proctor of the Vermont Marble 
Company to Erect a Building. 


Senator Proctor, owner of the Vermont 
Marble Company, has completed plans for 
the erection of a marble building, 50 by 80 
feet, which he will commit to the Young 
Men’s Christian Association to operate 
for the benefit of his 1,200 employes at 
Proctor and vicinity. This is the first 
association building to be erectéd by a 
manufacturing corporation in New Eng- 
land for the benefit of its men. The 
Westinghouse Company of Wilmerding, 
Penn., and the Johnson Iron Works at 


Elyria and Lorain, Ohio, have furnished 
similar buildings for their men.

DEFENDS PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Rev. P. S. Grant Calls President 
Eliot’s Criticism Unfair. 


Says It Is Wrong to Expect of the School 
That Which It Is the Church's 
Duty to Do. 


The Rey. Percy Stickney Grant, rector of 
the Church of the Ascension, preached last 
night at his church, Fifth Avenue and 
Tenth Street, on the attitude of educators 
toward public schools. He said in part: 

‘President Eliot of Harvard University 
a few weeks ago in a convention ‘of school 
teachers in Connecticut took occasion to 
erraign the public school system because it 
had not produced a more sweeping moral 
revolution. He complained that the public 
school system is not efficient because it 
‘has failed for two generations in dealing 
with the barbarous vice of drunkenness, 
has injured the teaching of science in at- 
tempts to inculcate total abstinence, has 
failed to train citizens so they can vote 
intelligently, has failed to stamp out m- 
bling, has failed to curb mob law and 
crimes of violence, has failed to suppress a 
taste for ephemeral reading, improper 
plays, and patent medicines, has failed to 
cultivate sufficient reasoning power in 
employer and employe to prevent strikes, 
violence, and has failed to demolish 
the demoralizing~ spoils -system in civil 
service.’ 

‘There is something amiss in such criti- 
cism. We have expected too much of the 
public school system, and it is wrong of us 
to attribute defects in our American life to 
its schools, which, more than any other in- 
stitution, has met all reasonable expecta- 
tions of its founders. 

‘President Eliot is 
miliar with the public schools of Massa- 
chusetts than of any other State. If he 
will stop and think a moment he will re- 
member that the schools of that State were 
founded by the Puritans and was more a 
political that a religious institution. Its 
value was in the conduct of affairs rather 
than the conduct of faith. There no man 
was allowed to exercise his citizenship, no 
matter how well educated, unless he was a 
member of the church. Their idea was 
that the school was to educate and to fit 
raen to govern, but that the church was 
rail great arbiter in all questions of mo- 
rality. . 

‘President Eliot is like a great many 
other very learned men to-day who put the 
whole wellbeing of the Nation on a basis 
of education—that all questions of mor- 
ality and conduct will be solved when the 
man is sufficiently educated. To such a 
class Carnegie and other rich men who are 
giving great sums for the founding of 
libraries, colleges, and universities, belong. 
If they thought otherwise they would give 
equally large sums for the founding and 
maintenance of churches. 

‘Schools should not be asked to perform 
a work which they cannot possibly perform 
and were never intended to perform—espe- 
cially is it wrong to expect the school to 
do that which it is the plain duty of the 
church to do. 

‘**Some people think that reason will 
accomplish anything, that the doctrine of 
pure reason is sufficient to convince any 
man of the error of his way and make him 
do what is right—they believe in the power 
of the mind; but it has been demonstrated 
that reason is not a compulsive force, and 
all reformations in the character of a man 
are the result of emotion rather than of 
education. 

‘“*T can understand the attitude of a man 
who criticises a church for the defects in 
the morality of the Nation, but I am at a 
loss to know why a man should expect the 
public schools to be responsible for it. 
Conduct cannot be taught. You may be 
influenced by reason, by eloquence, or by 
earnestness, but a rule of conduct cannot 
be forced upon you unless it is in accord 
with the desires of your heart. 

“The criticism was unfair. There is less 
drunkenness in America to-day than there 
has ever been. Gambling was never so 
widespread an evil, or the social vice in 
America that it was in England among the 
very classes of society which were best 
educated, Is it not better to err by warning 
children to be total abstainers than to 
teach that alcohol is a food when the doc- 
tors themselves are not yet agreed whether 
it is or not? Our schools are making good 
American citizens out of foreigners, a work 
that could be performed so well in no other 
way. 

“Let him blame the church. The fault 
is ours, And-let us make the church more 
attractive. Let us devise a Christian unity 
in which denominationalism is forgotten 
and the church and the school will become 
allies, as they are intended to be. and our 
national life will in an ineredibly. short | 
time bé piacere on a far higher plane.” 


IRISH MARTYRS HONORED. 


Ex-Secretary Reitz of the Transvaal 
Says There Is an Ireland Now 
in South Africa. 


Ex-State Secretary Reitz of the South 
African Republic was one of the principal 
speakers last night at the commemoration 
exercises held in the Madison Square-Gar- 
den Concert Hall, under the auspices of the 
Clan-na-Gael in honor of the Manchester 


martyrs. Referring to the Boer war, Mr. 
Reitz said in part: 

“It was not only a,brutal war, it was not 
only an inhuman war; but inasmuch as the 
English were making martyrs of men who 
were fighting for an idea, they were guilty 
of waging a stupid war. By killing men 
who fight for an idea, you eannot kill the 
idea. Our martyrs, like yours, were many.” 

“Think of it, one-third of all the wo- 
men and chifdren in thore concentration 
camps died; one-fourth. of the women and 
children in the republics that were fight- 
ing against England. Whether the object 
was deliberately to kill those people I do 
not know. Ido not think so. But it was a 
war carried on agatnst the women and 
children in order to bring to terms the 
men whom they could not overcome.” 

In conclusion he said: “‘ It seems to me 
that there are now three Irelands. There 
is an Ireland over there across the sea; 
there is an Ireland here, and there is. an 
Ireland yonder now in South Africa.’

~— OF THE WORLD 


Controller Shows United States 
Holds That Distinction. 


“ONE NEW BANK EVERY DAY 


» Individual Deposits Reach High- 
-- @st Point.in the Existence of 
National Currency Sys- 
tem—82 Per Cent. In- 
crease in Ten Years. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The annual re- 
port of Controller of the Currency William 
B. Ridgely, made public to-day, contains 
@loquent evidence of the country’s 
perity, Facts which the Controller cites, 
omparisons which they naturally suggest, 
@nd proper deductions which may be made 
from the facts, show a marvelous financial 
@dvance on the part of the United States 
@nd establish beyond all question that this 
country is now “the money power” of the 
world, with New York as its centre. 

In June last The London Chronicle pub- 
lished statistics on the banking power of 
Various countries. The statistics for the 
United Kingdom were bused upon the latest 
Danking returns and those for other coun- 
tries mainly were based upon statistics 
fathered and compiled by M. G. Mulhall, 
who during his lifetime was the world’s 
most noted statistician. In its figures for 
mations other than the United Kingdom, 
The Chronicle conceded to those countries 
the same rate of increase which was shown 
by Great Britain from 1890 up to the pres- 
ent time, which was per cent. “he 
showing was as follows:

The capital, surplus profits, and circula- 
tion of all the banks in the United States 
@re definitely known, and from reports ob- 
tained by the Controller of the Currency 
from National banks, State officials, and 
from. the banks direct, the deposits of over 
W7 per cent. of the banks in operation also 
are known. The deposits of 23 per cent. of 
the banks have been carefully estimated by 
the Controller from data at his command, 
and he: figures the banking power of the 
United States as £2,487,000,000. 

It will be seen from these figures that 
the banking power of the United States is 
twice that of the United Kingdom, and ap- 


oximates that of the United Kingdom and 
Jontinental Europe combined. 

The figures given show that the aggregate 

. banking power of the world is £5,400,000,000, 
or, say, $27,045,000,000, an increase since 
1890 of $11,060,000,000, or 69.19 per cent. 

On Sept. 15, 1902, the date of Controller 
Ridgely's last call for reports, 4,601 associa- 
tions reported with aggregate resources of 
$6,113,928, 912.50. 

The individual deposits reached the high- 
est point in the existence of the National 
banking system, $3,209,273,893.93. 

The individual deposits on Sept. 30, 1892, 
Were $1,765,422,984, so in the ten years be- 
tween 1892 and 1902 there was an increase 
in individual deposits of $1,443,850,909.93, or 
nearly 82 per cent. 

On Sept. 15 of this year the loans and dis- 
counts of the 4,601 associations which re- 
Ported to the Controller were $3,208,127,- 

.60, or more than 50 per cent. of the 
total resources of the banks. The items of 
ative es rg oy amounted, re- 

ctively, to $326,393,953.66 and $169,216,- 
512.03. 


In the past ten years the number of act- 
ive banking associations in the United 
States has increased from 3,773 to 4,601, a 
met increase of 828. While the capital of 
the associations increased during the de- 
cade only to the extent of $18,062,402, the 
surplus and undivided profits are now 
greater than in 1892 by $155,086,287. 


GROWTH OF BANKING. 


Regarding the growth of banking in the 
United States, the report states that in 1892 
returns were received from 9,338 National 
and State banks and private banks and 
bankers, with capital and deposits aggre- 
gating $1,071,073,048 and $4,679,114,316, re- 
epectively. In July, 1902, reports of condi- 

on were received from 4,535 National 
banks, and on approximate dates state- 
ments relating also to 7,889 State and pri- 
vate banks and bankers. Adding to these 
the number of banks making returns only 
of capital and surplus for taxation, the de- 
posits of the latter being estimated, it is 
shown that there are in active operation in 
the country 16.156 banks and bankers, with 
capital and deposits amounting, respect- 
ively, to $1,340,160,416 and $9,707,281,904. 

From March 14, 1900, to Oct. 31, 1902, 
there were organized 1,212 associations, 
with total capital of $70,159,500, and bond 
deposit as security for circulation of $17,- 
321,550. Banks to the number of 407, with 
capital of $49,060,000, were organized under 
the provisions of the act of 1864, and 805, 
with capital of $21,099,500, under the act 
of Marth 14, 1900. 

State or private banks to the number of 
363, with an aggregate capital of $23,925,000, 
have been reorganized as National banks 
since March 14, 1902. Of this number 242, 
with capital of $6,715,000, were with indi- 
vidual capital of less than $50,000, and 121 
with capital of $14,220,000 were of the 
larger class. Banks of primary organiza- 
tion numbered 691, with a total capital of 
$37,739,500, of which number 456, with a 
total capital of $11,540,500, were of the 
class authorized by the act of March 14, 
1900, and 235, with an aggregate capital of 
$26,135,000, were organized with an indi- 
vidual capital of $50,0U0 and over. 

During the year ended Oct. 31, 1902, 470 
banks were chartered, with an aggregate 
Capital of $31,300,000, of which number 302, 
with capital of $7,005,000, were of the small- 
er class, and 168, with capital of $23,225,000, 
had individual capital of $50,000 and over. 
There was an average of one and one-half 
banks organized on every secular day of 
the year. 


BONDS AND CIRCULATION. 


At the close of March 13, 1900, the day 
preceding the approval of the act author- 
izing the issue of National bank circulating 
notes to the par value of bonds on deposit, 
the Treasurer held securities for that pur- 
pose to the amount of $243,651,420; on Oct. 
31, 1001, he held $329,833,930; on Oct. 31, 
1902, $338,352,670, of which approximately 
oe per cent. were in 2 per cent. consols of 


The volume of circulating notes issued 
from December, 1863, to Oct. 31, 1902, was 
2,630,795,575, of which $2,250,397,465 has 
een redeemed. During the past year there 
Was received for redemption at the redemp- 
tlon agency of the department notes 
amounting prpeoxtmatety to $175,000,000, of 
which $57,000,000 were in good condition and 
returned to the banks of issue, and the bal- 
ance redeemed and destroyed.

In support of this recommendation the Con- 
troller saves: 

“The condition of an association propos- 
ing to extend can be satisfactorily ascer- 
tained onlv by an examination made with- 
in two or three months prior to termination 
of charter. Immediately upon receipt of 
report of examination the office is able 
to determine whether certificate of exten- 
sion will be issued and to advise the bank 
in interest of that fact. An association 
which has been in operation for 2 period 
of twenty years is occasionally found to 
have acauired a certain amount of un- 
desirable assets, some of which may be held 
in contravention of the provisions of the 
banking law. Losses and assets of the 
eharacter referred to are. as a rule, re- 
auired to be disposed of prior to approval 
of reauest tor extension of charter. 


COST OF OPERATION. 


The Controller has made a careful inves- 
tigation into the question of cost of operat- 
ing the National banks, arranging the 
banks for this purpose into classes, accord- 


ing to the amount of their capital stock. 
To accomplish this, a circular letter was 
sent to each National bank requesting that 
the department be furnished with a state- 
ment of the actual expenses of conducting 
the bank, including salaries and all inci- 
dental expenses, except taxes, whether 
local or National. 

In like manner they were requested to 
furnish a separate statement of the amount 
of taxes of all kinds paid or to be paid for 
the last tax year. Information was also 
gathered as to the rates of interest paid on 
deposits and the average rate of interest 
charged on account of loans. 

From the data gathered 
that the cost of operation, based on the 
average volume of loans and discounts, 
ranged from a mimimum of 1.33 per cent 
for the largest class of banks to a maxi- 
mum of 4.26 per cent. for banks with the 
mimimum amount of capital stock. Com- 
menting upon the result of this investiga- 
tion, the Controller says: 

“There, of course, is no question as to 
the greater relative expense of operating 
banks with the minimum amount of capital 
stock than of associations wtih the larger 
volume, but by comparing the percentage 
of cost of operation based on the average 
amount of loans and discounts with cost 
based on capital, it would appear that the 
higher rates of interest obtained by the 
smaller banks in a large measure offset the 
smaller relative cost of operation of the 
large banks. The cost of operation of the 
smallest class of banks, based on loans 
and discounts, is shown to be about -hree 
and one-fifth times greater than that of the 
largest class, while the cost of operation, 
exclusive of taxes, based on capital stock 
of the smallest class of banks, is but 3.16 
per cent. greater than that of the largest 
class,”’

ELASTICITY. 

the subject of branch banks and 
asset currency the Controller repeats and 
amplifies the arguments which he made in 
his speech delivered some weeks ago befure 
the American Bankers’ Association at New 
Orleans. The purpose of the proposition 
to establish branch banks and a system of 
asset currency is to render the National 
currency system more elastic. 

“There can be no denial of the fact, 
there is really none made,”’ says the 
troller, ‘‘that the lack of elasticity 
serious defect in our bank notes, which 
greatly reduces their usefulness, not only 
under normal business conditions, but when 
there is danger of financial difficulty. 
this defect, can be remedied or lessened 
without impairing the safety of the notes it 
should be done, and done at once. 

“All bank-note circulation is asset cur- 
rency, and depends for its value upon the 
assets of the issuing bank. In most coun- 
tries the banks are allowed to keep the as- 
sets, maintaining a certain reserve in coin 
and using the remainder for loans, or in 
any other way. Our National banks are 
required t use their assets, to the full 
amount of the circulation issued, in the 
purchase of bonds to be deposited with the 
Treasurer of the United States. This re- 
quires an amount of assets in excess of the 
circulation received. It makes a very safe 
circulation, but is a very wasteful use of 
the assets. The resulting notes fulfill none 
of the requirements of an efficient and sat- 
isfactory circulation, but in their safety 
and uniformity in value. 

“If, in addition to the amount of notes 
they are now allowed to issue by law_on 
bonds deposited in the Treasury, the Na- 
tional banks were allowed to issue an addi- 
tional amount of uncovered notes, begin- 
ning with 20 per cent. and gradually in- 
creasing to 50 per cent., it would make the 
circulation more expansible. A graduated 
tax on the amount issued, joined with am- 
ple provisions for their redemption and re- 
turn to the issuing bank, would result in 
the necessary contraction when the circu- 
lation became redundant and the notes not 
needed in business. The safety of the notes 
can be made absolute by a reserve fund 
raised by a very small tax. During the al- 
most forty years the National banking sys- 
tem has been in existence, the total amount 
of the notes of the banks which have failed, 
outstanding at the time of their failure, 
has been less than $21,000,000. During this 
same period the banks have paid in taxes 
on circulation above $90,000,000, or four and 
one-half times as much as would have been 
required to pay all these notes if the bonds 
had not done so. If there had been out- 
standing the full 50 per cent. of uncovered 
rotes suggested ahove. er $10,000,000 -*>-re 
those covered by the bonds, the taxes whic 
have been paid would nave been nine «..ueS 
the amount required to pay them, if, as 
would of course have been the case, the 
bonds had paid for the covered notes. 

“It has been urged against the idea of a 
guarantee fund that the strong banks 
would not take out the notes and pay the 
taxes for the benefit of the weaker banks. 
If the inducements to issue notes In the 
past have been sufficient to secure nine 
times the amount of taxes required, it is 
certainly a safe calculation that they will 
be sufficient in the future. In further con- 
firmation of these figures, it is shown in 
the table prepared in this office for Mr. 
Fowler, Chairman of the Committee on 
Banking and Currency of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and included in his able report 
on H. R. 13363, that a tax of 0.22 per cent. 
would have been sufficient to pay the notes 
of all failed National banks if the bonds 
had been lost or destroyed. 

“The safety of the notes should be fur- 
ther increased by provisions that only 
banks with a minimum of unimpaired capi- 
tal and surplus could issue the uncovered 
notes, and that the Controller of the Cur- 
rency, or the Controller and the Secretary 
of the Treasury, should have discretion to 
refuse any bank, or all the banks, authority 
to issue additional uncovered notes. The 
period covering the whole history of the 
National banks is long enough to have es- 
tablished reliable averages, which can be 
as safely counted upon as the averages 
upon which the vast insurance business of 
the world is done. Any unusual variation 
would be amply provided for by the factor 
of safety of nine, which the figures given 
above show in the taxes paid during this 
whole périod. 

“The present capital of all the National 
banks would permit the issue of about 
$140,000,000 of uncovered notes for the first 
issue of 20 per cent. and the ultimate issue 
of $350,000,000 if the amount was increased 
to 50 per cent. These maximum figures 
would probably be increased by the increase 
in the number of National banks. By re- 
ferring to the table it will be seen’ that 
the tendency is for the inepease of 
banks other than National both in the 
number and capital of banks and in the 
proportion of deposits held. An increase 
in the note-issuing privileges of the banks 
would doubtless check this gain of the out- 
side banks if it did not turn the growth 
the other way.” 

The Controller then goes over the ground 
which he covered very fully in his New Or- 
leans speech of the necessity of having an 
elastic currency in the crop-moving period 
of the year, and reiterates his assertion that

it would not be any undue inflation of credit» 


to supply the farmers and cotton growers, 
who raise such enormous quantities of the 
most readily saleable staples, with the 
money they require in that form of bank 
credits represented by circulating notes. 


BENEFITS TO BE DERIVED. 


“This would be of great benefit,” the 
report continues, ‘not only to the people 
in farming districts and those handling 
farm products, but to the vast number of 
business men engaged in mining, manu- 


facturing, mercantile, and commercial lines, 
Instead of the whole business public dread- 
ing the approach of the crop-moving time 
for fear there might come some stringency 
in the money market to upset their cal- 
culations and interfere with their financial 
arrangements, the banks would be in posi- 
tion to furnish the currency needed for the 
ra when and where it was to be used 
without disturbing business in other lines. 
“In times of panic the power to issue ad- 
ditional notes would be an element of great 
strength to the banks and not of weakness. 
It would enable the banks to protect them- 
selves and their customers when protection

get what money he needs upon usual terms 
and security, there is no necessity for it. 
If our bank circulation can be made more 
automaticaily elastic so that the banks can 
supply more or less of circulation as need- 
ed, which is so safe and reliable that it is 
readily accepted and used for all business 
transactions, we will have a force at work 
in our financial affairs which will diminish 
the liability of a money panic, and will be 
an efficient aid when we shall have an 
actual condition of panic. 

“The conditions of issue should not be 
such as to make it a confession of or indi- 
cation of weakness for a bank to issue the 
notes. They should be coming and going 
all the time, in accordance with the de- 
mands of business. Such notes would be 
much preferdble to any form of Clearing 
House notes or emergency circulation is- 
sued by Clearing Houses or similar asso- 
ciations, because each bank could quickly 
issue its own quota without waiting for 
the slow process of consultation, and the 
average result obtained by the indepen- 
dent action of banks in all parts of the 
country would more nearly respond to the 
actual demands and necessities. 

“The currency here outlined is what has 
come to be called in the recent discussions 
an emergency circulation. It would be 
better than this; it would be a currency 
which would prevent many emergencies 
from arising, or so diminish their serious- 
ness that they would pass unnoticed. When 
emergencies did arise it would very greatly 
add to our equipment and ability to meet 
them. 

“This plan for the modification of the 
National bank currency is not offered 2s 
anything new. It has been suggested often 
before, widely discussed, and bills em- 
bodying these general features have been 
before Congress for several years, It is 
not claimed that this plan would remedy 
all the defects in our currency system, but 
it is urged as a practical and simple method 
of improving the National bank currency 
by giving it the much-needed quality of 
clasticity without impairing its safety. If 
we wait until there is agreement on all 
points before we make a change in our 
currency laws, we will never make any re- 
form. 

“If we make such changes from time to 
time as study and investigation convince 
us can be safely made and are advisable, 
We are much more apt to arrive at a sat- 
isfactory law than if we wait until it can 
all be reformed in one act.” 

The Controller therefore calls the atten- 
tion of Congress to this subject, asks its 
careful consideration, and strongly recom- 
mends the passage of an act embodying 
the main features outlined. 


CONDITION OF THE TREASURY. 


Net Results of Last Five Months Not 
Equal to Those of Corresponding 
Months Last Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 50.—The net re- 
sults of the business operations of the 
Government for the five months just ended 
do not compare favorably with the fig- 
ures of the corresponding months of last 
year. There has been loss of revenue in the 
ageregate, and the expenditures have con- 
tinued to climb upward, until they have 
reached $22,000,000 over those for the five 
months ended Nov. 30, 1901. The Treasury 
has lost in available cash since Oct. 31, 
$4,000,000, the cash balance now standing 
at $202,371,411. 

There was no surplus for 
worth special mention, and 
months it was $14,149,179 against nearly 
$33,000,000 for the same five months of 
1901. To realize the surplus estimated by 
the Secretary of the Treasury for the com- 
ing seven months the excess of receipts 
must reach $29,000,000, which would re- 
quire a monthly average of $4,000.000, So 
far as the revenues are concerned there is 
nothing to indicate that the sum estimated 
wil! not be realized, but the question of 
surplus will depend upon the expenditures. 
Unless they are curtailed, or at least ob- 
structed in the progression which has 
marked them since the beginning of the 


current year, the surplus on June 30 next 
may be considerably below that expected 
by Treasury officials. 

For the month of November the receipts 
were $43,590,000, against $45,716,777 for the 
same month in 1901, The aggregate of the 
customs and internal receipts were $1,200,- 
000 below the figures for November of 
last year. The expenditures for the month 
were within $592,000 of the receipts, and 
nearly $3,000,000 in excess of those for 
November, 1901. 

The War and Navy 
tinue to show increased demands on the 
Treasury. Last month the War Depart- 
ment expended over $11,000,000, an increase 
of about $1,750,000 over the corresponding 
month of last year. 

The civil establishment also shows a con- 
tinued increase, nearly $10,000,000 having 
been expended last month under the head 
of ‘Civil and Miscellaneous.”’ For the 
five months the receipts were $241,482,149, 
an increase of nearly $4,000,000 over the 
same period of 1901. 

Au examination of the figures shows that

The celebration of the Silver Jubilee will 
begin Dec. 6 with a reception to guests of 
its houses, and on Sunday, the 7th, a 
dinner will be supplied to the poor in the 
night refuge. An extension of the night 
refuge is desired, and it is hoped on this 
twenty-fifth anniversary to secure the 
necessary funds.

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GOV. ODELL’S SPEECH 


Fred S. Gibbs Wants Him to Name 
Disloyal Leaders. 


GRUBER BLAMES MAYOR LOW 


Louis Stern, Edward Lauterbach, and 
Marshal Henkel Approve the Gov- 
ernor’s Utterance—Republican 
Club May Discuss It. 


By his criticism at the Republican Club 
banquet of the work done by the local Re- 
publican organization during the last cam- 
paign Gov. Odell has stirred up a political 
judging from the interviews 
some of the leaders yesterday. 
Committeeman Frederick §&. 
leader of the Ninth 
outspoken. Mr. 


Gibbs, who is also the 
District, was especially 
Gibbs said: 

‘‘T have no disposition to take issue with 
the Governor, but if what he said about the 
disloyalty of some of the district leaders is 
believed by him and others to be true, why 
don't they name the leaders and leave otf 
innuendoes? Let them do this, and if they 
should name me as one of those under sus- 
picion I will have a number of interesting 
things to say. If the Governor intends to 
take his views of conditions in the Repub- 
lican organization of this county from Ed- 
ward Lauterbach, Alexander T. Mason, and 
Senator Elsberg, we will also be ready to 
discuss that proposition with him. 

“Edward Lauterbach was Chairman of 
the County Committee once and nearly 
ruined the organization. It seeems odd 
that in seeking advice as to what is best 

or the organization the advice of those 
who did not support the organization should 
be given weight. It would seem that the 
best way to succeed in politics nowadays 
is to kick at everything the organization 
does and pose as a reformer. Do this, and 
you will become a great man in politics— 
one whose opinions are entitled to the high- 
est consideration in party councils. 

‘I insist that if the loyalty of any of the 
leaders of the organization is to be brought 
into question those leaders should be named 
there should be no beating about the 
bush. Then we will know where we stand. 
And when they start to inquire about the 
work in the various districts it might 
be well to take up the Twenty-ninth Dis- 


trict, of which Mr. Mason is the leader and 
in which Edward Lauterbach and Senator 
Elsberg are potent factors, and ascertain 
if possible how it came that Senator Els- 
berg in the recent election ran over 200 
votes ahead of Gov. Odell. Was it because 
Senator Elsberg is a more popular man 
the an the Governor? 

‘Or was it because Mr, Mason and Mr. 
Lauterbach and Senator Isberg are sup- 
porters of John F. Carroll, the Tammany 
leader of the district? Mr. Mason received 
his appointment as Civil Service Commis- 
sioner under the Van Wyck administration 
through the influence of Mr. Carroll, and 

suggest that an investigation along the 
lines I have indicated might be productive 
of some interesting political information. 

‘I do not care a rap for the leadership 
of my district, so far as I am personally 
concerned. I could get along very well in- 
deed without it and be rid of a lot of worry, 
but I take an active part in politics because 
of my belief in Republican principles and 
because I love and revere Senator Platt. 
But while I care nothing from a personal 
standpoint about being district leader I do 
not intend to be driven out of politics by a 
lot of political kindergarteners. 

* Gov. Odell ought to thank his stars for 
the machine in New York County. All the 
votes he got in this county he received be- 
cause of the work of the organization. It 
was the men who supported the organiza- 
tion who were his loyal friends.’’ 

Edward Lauterbach when seen last night 
and informed of what Mr. Gibbs had said, 
stated that he did not care to make any re- 
ply except to say that all good Republicans 
coincided with the views expressed by Gov. 
Odell except those who had some selfish 
interest in view. 

William H. Ten Eyck, the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Repub- 
lican County Committee, when asked what 
he thought of the Governor's criticism of 
the organization’s work in the last cam- 
paign, said that he had not read the Gov- 
ernor’s speech. 

“T was present at the banquet,” said 
Mr. Ten Eyck, “ but I left before the Gov- 
ernor spoke. I am informed that the Gov- 
ernor said that none but loyal Republicans 
should be placed on guard. If he said that, 
I agree with him.” 

“The Governer said that now 
proper time to apply the remedy 
isting conditions in the organization 

the proper remedy?”’ 

‘‘Il am not prepared to say.”’ 
Louis Stern, the President of the Repub- 
lican Club, when asked for his opinion of 
the Governor's speech stated that he agreed 
with everything the’ Governor said. 

‘I think the Governor was just right,” 
said Mr. Stern. ‘“‘ That was the opinion 
of the club members generally who heard 
his address. The applause which his 
remarks met showed that his auditors fully 
indorsed his views. Besides, I talked with 
a number of the members after the ban- 
quet about what the Governor had said, 
and I found that all of them agreed with 
him fully.”’ 

‘*s Have you considered what is the rem- 
edy for the conditions which the Governor 
des¢eribed?”’ 

“That is a question which cannot be an- 
swered offhand. Like most big problems, 
it requires considerable study. One would 
have to be familiar with the conditions ex- 
isting in the various districts before con- 
demning the leader of any one of. them. 
It ought to be remembered, when criti- 
cism is indulged in, that our leaders have 
more to contend with than the leaders of 
Tammany Hall.’ 

“Will the Republican Club take up the 
matter of the reorganization of the local 


organization? ”’ 

“It probably will be discussed at the 
next regular meeting of the club, which 
occurs on the third Monday of the month.’ 

United States Marshal William Henket, 
who is the Republican leader in the district 
where Charles F. Murphy of Tammany Hall 
is in control, said: 

‘“*Gov. Odell is a practical man, and he 
knows how to strike from the shoulder. It 
would be improper for me to say anything 
with relation to the Republican district 
leaders, but I do know that what Gov. Odell 
said about our Fusion friends was in the 
main true. Now, in my district we had 
1,100 Tammany office holders to buck up 
against as a starter. Yet, with no money, 
compared with what the Democrats had, 
we ran nearly 100 votes ahead of our esti- 
mate. 

‘“‘T am not condemning Mayor Low or his 
administration, but if the Republican or- 
ganization had obtained some _ recogni- 
tion from the municipal authorities we 
would have done much better. For 
more than two weeks before the elec- 
tion appointees of Mayor Low did all 
they could by the exercise of authority 
vested in them tu weaken Odell and 
strengthen Coler, Any other Republican 
but Odell would have been beaten.” 

Col. Abraham Gruber said: ‘‘ Mayor Low 
will not run again, I understand. Well, one 
sacrifice is enough. Many of the men he 
placed in power did all possible in the re- 
cent campaign to bring about Democratic 
success in the State, and they went about 
their work in ways that Were very peculiar.

LEONARD F. ROOS BURIED 


Widow Who Was Barred from 
House Not Present at Interment. 


No Religious Ceremonies Held—Mrs. 
Ellen Long Tells the Coroner 
About the Fatal Iliness. 


The funeral of Leonard F. 
connoisseur, who died on Thursday even- 
ing at his home, 146 Bast Forty-seventh 
Street, took place yesterday at 1:30 o'clock. 
There were few friends of the deceased 
present, and no religious ceremonies of any 
kind were held. The interment was at 
Kensico Cemetery. His wife, who had been 
kept out of the house, and whose admission 
thereto was effected forcibly by the police, 
did not accompany the body to the grave. 

Mrs. Ellen Long, who has figured in the 
stories of the troubles between Mr. and 
Mrs. Roos, called at the Coroners’ office 
yesterday and made the following state- 
ment to Coroner Brown: 

“I was a boarder with the Roos family 


at 146 East Forty-seventh Street for about 
a year, ending Oct. 29, 1902. I had known 
Mr. and Mrs. Roos to have lived very un- 
happily together. Mr. Roos was a man 
whom I often saw drink wint at his meals 
in company with his wife and friends. I 
often thought he drank too much for his 


health. 

‘During my stay Mr. and Mrs. Roos 
had many quarrels, until finally she of- 
fered to leave him. She drew up an agree- 
ment of separation, which both signed, 
while I was in the house, which after- 
vard Mr. Roos showed me and I read, in 
which he was to allow Mrs. Roos $800 a 
year, with security, as long as he lived 
This agreement was made during August of 
1902. Mrs. Roos remained in the house 
from the time of this agreement until 
October last, when Mrs. Roos left the 
house without the knowledge of Mr. Roos, 
and did not state her whereabouts. At the 
time she left there were no words that I 
heard, as Mr. and Mrs. Roos did not eat 
their meals together and were in each oth- 
er’s company but little

ing 1 was notified by 
uation of affairs, and h 
to close the house and 
to leave immediately, which I did, and 
located on the same morning with Mrs. 
Leighton of 1,545 Broadway, where I am 
at present. 

“On Sunday last, Nov. 23, Mr. Roos in- 
formed me that he was ill, and I went to 
see him and found him suffering from a 
sore throat and very weak. He had a 
caretaker in the house—Michael Timpano. 
While I was there Mr. Roos went to a 
drug store at the corner of Forty-eighth 
Street and Third Avenue, and returned 
with a bottle of magnesia, and said he had 
taken other medicine. He then went to 
bed, and I and Michael remained in the 
house during that night. 

*““On Monday morning he said he was bet- 
ter, but remained abed, and said he would 
go to business Tuesday morning. He 
would not let me get a doctor then. Dur- 
ing Monday he did not complain, exce ; 
of weakness, and remained abed, and t 
next day he did not seem inclined to get 
up and staid abed. During these days 
he had no medicine. On Wednesday aft- 
ernoon Dr. Bogart, who lives opposite on 
Forty-seventh Street, was called in, and 
he prepared some medicine, which Mr. 
Roos took, 

“I often heard Mr. Roos request Michael 
Timpano not to allow his wife in the house 
as he was afraid they would come in and 
put him out.. Timpano replied: ‘TI will 
defend you and the house with my life.’ 
The first time that I saw Michael Tim- 
pano was on Oct. 28 last, when Mr. Som- 
erville, Mr. Roos's lawyer, called to close 
the houge. Mr. William M. Chase called 
on Mon ay evening, Nov. 24, and a Mr. 
Luding of Leonia, N. J., on Tuesday, Nov. 
25, learning of Mr. Roos’s illness. 

Mrs. Long says she is th'rty-five years 
old and a “‘ singing teacher.”

BROUGHT BACK UNDER ARREST. 


Lawyer Chadsey Says He Went to Pan- 
ama for His Health, and Can 
Defend Larceny Charge. 


Benjamin F. Chadsey, a lawyer, who dis- 
appeared from Brooklyn two months ago, 
and who was found in San Francisco two 
weeks ago, was brought back to Brooklyn 
under arrest yesterday, and will be ar- 
ragined in the County Court this morning 
charged with grand larceny. The com- 
plaining witness is Mrs. Elizabeth F. Miller, 
guardian of William Meyer, an infant. 

Mrs. Miller charges that Chadsey acted 
as attorney for her in an action for dam- 
ages occurring to Meyer. She alleges that 
he collected a judgment amounting to 
$1,000, and was directed by an order of 
the Supreme Court to turn over $900 to 
her, retaining $100 for his services In the 


matter, He did not do this, and Mrs. Miller 
sought to have him committed for con- 
tempt of court. 

Before the proceeding was complete, 
Chadsey left town with his wife, and went 
by steamer to Panama, From Panama he 
sailed to San Francisco, where he was ar- 
rested when ‘the steamship reached her 
dock. Mrs. Chadsey left her husband al 
San Francisco and came home a week ago. 
She visited the station house yesterday and 
had a long talk with him. 

When seen last night Chadsey said that 
his health was very bad, and that that 
was the reason he had left Brooklyn. He 
declared that he was the victim of perse- 
cution. 

** Because of my health I had to take 
a sea trip. I had some mining interests in 
Nevada, and was on my way to look after 
them when I was arrested. It is not true 
that I traveled under an assumed name. 
That is all rot. The detective who arrested 
me had done work for me for five years 
and knows me very well. It would be very 
foolish for me to try to appear to be some 
one else to him. I have an affidavit from 
the Chief of Police of San Francisco which 
declares that I was traveling under my 
own name. 

“IT believe that I will be able to prove 
that I have not been guilty of wrongdoing. 
I have never done anything I am ashamed 
of. I am sure that I will have no diffi- 
culty in getting bail in the morning.” 

Mr. Chadsey is thirty-three years 
and lives at 88 Decatur Street.

Health Board’s Smoke Nuisance Warn- 
ing Heeded—Elevated Road May 
Stop Burning Soft Coal. 


President Lederle of the Board of Health 
said yesterday that a large number of 
proprietors of steam plants who have been 
burning soft coal and have been notified 
to show cause why they should not stop 
using it, are now burning the steam sizes 
of anthracite. He believes, he said, that 
there is considerable improvement already, 
and he intends to push the enforcement of 
the smoke ordinance vigorously against all 
those who are violating it when it is within 
their power to get anthracite. 

“It seems to me,” he continued, “ that 
many people who can get all of the small 
sizes of anthracite they require, have been 
burning soft coal. Why they prefer to 
burn soft coal I am not in a position to 
say, but they will have to burn anthracite 
or incur the penalties provided by the 
ordinance. While, as far as I can learn, 
the supply of domestic anthracite is not up 
to the demand, the steam sizes appear to 
be fairly plentiful.” 

Regarding the complaint that the Man- 
hattan Railway Company had resumed the 
burning of soft coal, he said: 

‘TI understand that the company will 
stop burning soft coal now. It has been no- 
tified to burn only anthracite, and I be- 
lieve will burn no more soft coal.”’ 

Dr. Lederle was told that the coal agents 
of the company had gone on record during 
the strike as saying that they had enou - 
hard coal to last until March. He said 
had seen this in the papers, but had a0 
personal knowledge of the matter. If, how- 
ever, the company could get the coal, they 
would have to burn anthracite alone. 

Coal dealers who were seen yesterday 
said that {n a week they expected naviga- 
tion to be closed on the great lakes, and a 
good deal of coal which was going West 
would come here. 

More or less of a coal famine still reigns 
in Brooklyn. The retail price in that bor- 
ough of domestic anthracite ranges from 
$6.00 to $11 a to a ton.

GETTING ANOTHER MAN’S JOB. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The editorial in your issue of Nov. 25, en- 
titled ‘‘ Taking Another Man's Job,’’ must 
appeal to all reasonable men. There are 
always two sides to a question, and reason- 
able men try to look upor both sides, but 
most of the men in labor unions do not 
seem capable of doing this. 

They see only one side and that is their 
side. They fix their own prices and then 
demand that an employer shall accept 
them, and deny the right of non-ynion la- 
borers to differ with them in opinion as to 
what is a fair wage, and resort to violence 
to prevent them from accepting work at 
what the non-union laborers think a 
fair wage. They place on a list designated 
by themselves as “ unfair" any employer 
who differs with them as to what is fair, 
and go so far as to boycott and persecute 
persons who use the goods of manufactur- 
ers whom they have designated as “ un- 
fair."’ 

It is estimated that less than one-quarter 
of all laborers are members of trades 
unions, yet the one-quarter assume to dic- 
tate to the three-quarters and force the 
majority to do whatever the minority may 
think right. They threaten legislators with 
their displeasure if in their judgment they 
differ from the judgment of the trades 
unionists as to what is for the general wel- 
fare, and frequently ‘coerce public officers 
into.doing what is against their best judg- 
ment. 

There is danger that the great middle 
class of workers will be ground between 
the upper and nether millstones of organized 
labor and organized capital unless the mid- 
dle class also organizes and holds the bal- 
ance of power. This it can do and will uo 
if labor trusts and capital trusts push 
things too far. 

Organizations of capital usually tend ‘o- 
ward lower prices, examples of which are 
the railroads, the sugar trust, the oil trust, 
and’ the department store trusts, but or- 
ganizations of labor usually tend toward 
increasing the cost of living for everybody, 
as illustrated in the building trades, which 
have steadily raised the price of rents 
owing to their exorbitant and unreason- 
able demands. 

While the right to organize must be con- 
ceded to any class of citizens, what they do 
afterward must be judged by the rule of 
what is reasonable, as bearing upon the 
welfare of all classes, and only by hear- 
ing both sides of a question can any citl- 
zen render a just and reasonable verdict.

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HALIFAX AND THE CARNEGIE 
LIBRARY CONTROVERSY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I believe that if you knew the facts of 
the non-acceptance of a Carnegie library by 
the City Council of Halifax you would not 
consider the action of the City Council 
“ disgraceful,’”’ or blameworthy, therefore 
for the credit of our city and the Council I 
write these facts for publication, assuring 
you they are reliable and in: accordance 
with the Council's records. 

In July, 1901, a public meeting was held 
in the Council Chamber to consider an offer 
from Mr. Carnegie of money to build a 
free public library on his terms—that is, 
for every dollar of annual support he would 
give $10 to be expended on the building, 
the city to find a suitable site. The public 
meeting urgéd upon the Council the ac- 
ceptarice of Mr. Carnegie’s “generous offer,”’ 
and the Council agreed to take $50,000 and 
to pay $5,000 a year to maintain it, and in- 
structed the Tity Recorder to prepare leg- 
islation to legalize the action of the Coun- 


cil. There was also a committee of citizens 
appointed to co-operate with the Council. 


| 


No opposition arose from any quarter and. 


sreuney the Parade was the most popular 
site. 

But nothing was done, and in February, 
1902, one of the Aldermen having written 
Mr. Carnegie asking whether $75,000 would 
be furnished for the same purpose, re- 
ceived word from his private secretary that 
if the City Council would pledge the city to 
maintain the library by paying not less 
than $7,000 annually and provide a suitable 
site Mr. Carnegie would gladly furnish 
$75,000, This was the beginning of trouble. 
The City Council had already decided upon 
a fifty-thousand-dollar library at an annual 
charge of $5,000, and had authorized legisla- 
tion, but when the City Recorder sub- 
mitted to the Council, on March 3, the 
legislation he had prepared, it was found to 
be not as authorized, and when, on April 
7, an Alderman introduced a resolution ac- 
cepting from Mr. Carnegie $75,000 and 
guaranteeing $7,000 a year, the Council be- 
came aware of something wrong, for the 
first agreement of $50,000 and $5,000 a year 
had the approval. of the public meeting 
and of the Council in July, 1901, and they 
were taken unawares on April 7, 1902, and 
determined not to be bound by it and not 
to appoint a site for a seventy-five-thou- 
sand-dollar library. 

Can you say’ the Aldermen who have 
taken this stand have acted “ disgraceful- 
ly ''? Moreover, they wish at the next an- 
nual ¢ivic election to leave the question of 
a fifty-thousand-doilar or seventy-five- 
thousand-dollar library or such a library 
as Halifax now has to the ratepayers. Is 
not that a proper course to take?

WAGE EARNERS AND LABOR 
UNIONS. 


Tv the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Permit me to suggest that the assertion 
in Wednesday's editorial, ‘‘the net result 
of the struggle of the unions to establish 
this average grade among wage earners is 
that, while- inferior workmen are paid 
somewhat more than they are worth and 
could command on their merits, the better 
workman is paid less than he is worth, 
* * ©’ is so incomplete as to be glaringly 
inaccurate. 

The net result is too complex to be so sim- 
ply stated. The conspicuous feature of the 
net result ofthe union rate of wages is 
that a very exasperating and sometimes de- 
grading form of excessive competition is 
avoided. The mere knowledge that he will 
not be underbid by his fellow-worker has a 


distinct monetary value, even to the work- 
man with ‘skill and capacity above the 
average; so much so that he obtains with 
ease a wage that he would scarcely be able 
to obtain at all were it not that inferior 
men insist. upon it. ‘ 
This same workman. with skill and. ca-. 
pecity above ‘oe average, the sober, intel- 
nt, Len en le me r of the union, for 
whose welfare. employers. and newspa- 
ers are so. us, is a sly fellow, 
can take very good care of 
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realizes that, while the “slobs” of his 
trade insist upon -a high union rate, it is 
easy for him to obtain the same and _ per- 
haps 25 cents a day more, and work all 
= year round, through busy times and 
slack. 

When the inevitable strike occurs, he is 
not destitute; he finds employment of one 
kind or another, while his less intelligent, 
less sober, and less “‘ respectable *’ brothers 
suffer heroically, bearing the burden and 
heat of the day. 

He takes but little interest in his union, 
having a well-founded notion that to be 
identified with the management of it is a 
handicap when looking for a job, besides 
being a thankless task. He is carrying no 
dead weight, and when he is ready to make 
the attempt to raise himself from the class 
to which he may or may not belong, his 
union will applaud the effort. ; 

Meanwhile he has as vital an interest in 
his union as any other member, and acts 
accordingly.

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THE DANGER FROM SMOKE AT 
FIRES. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your very opportune editorial note in to- 
day’s TIMES on the construction of build- 
ings, relative to the confining of smoke as 
well as fire within narrow spaces, voices a 
sentiment which has been for some time 
held by the Bureau of Buildings for the 
3orough of Manhattan. Many recent ex- 
amples of fire in fireproof buildings show 
that the danger to life in such cases is al- 
most entirely due to the smoke. 

The Bureau of Buildings has endeavored 
by all means within its powers to secure 
the construction suggested in your. edi- 
torial, and, I might add, has been very suc- 
cessful in most instances. There is no 
doubt that “architects can cénquer this 
peril as soon as they really try,”’ and we 
must look to them to initiate a reform in 
this respect, and it can be accomplished 
only in the proper planning of buildings. 

The suggestions in this matter that have 
been made by the Bureau of Buildings to 
architects when they submitted their plans 
have often come too late, for the reason 
that the bureau had no knowledge of the 
work contemplated until the plans were 
completed. In cases in which the bureau 
Was consulted as to the layout of the in- 
terior of a building, the suggestions of the 
bureau have generally been incorporated in 
the plans of the architect. 

The conditions in many existing buildings 
have been very materially improved by 
changes made at the instance of this bu- 
reau.. Especially so in the case of most of 
our hotels, in which the open grillwork 
doors, so generally used in the elevator 
shafts. have been replaced by _ solid_fire- 
proof doors.

In your issue of Nov. 26 you print a 
‘‘special’’ from Mexico City saying that 
the Topolobampo colonists ‘‘ are destitute 
and on the verge of starvation.”’ This is 
false. It is another of the T. T. T.’s (Ter- 
rible Topolobampo Tales) that started from 
the first year we went to Sinaloa, Mexico, 
and which have been repeated at short in- 
tervals during all the years that have 
come and gone*from that date. 

In fact, ever since 1886 these settlers 
have been published as ‘starving colo- 
nists,’ and yet the records of their coloni- 
zation show that there has never been but 
one day when they did not have three sub- 
stantial meals, and on that day they had 
two, and could have had a third had they 
wished to cook their supper at 8 o’clock at 


night. 
The teams were late on that occasion in 


coming in from the Fuerte Valley with 
supplies. This was before they had gotten 


crops out for themselves. I venture to say 
that their Thanksgiving dinners at their 
farms on Los Mochis tract were better 
cooked and more bountifully supplied than 
their traducers’ dinners at the capital at 
Mexico. 

Mr. Joseph Hampl, who, it is stated, is 
in Mexico on behalf of these colonists, is 
there, not because they are starving, but 
in order to protect them against the van- 
dalism of an organized band of conspira- 
tors, Mexicans and Americans, who are 
making every possible effort to break up 
the colony, to drive the coionists from 
their farms, in order to steal their lands 
and their great irrigating ditch, which is 
the most valuable piece of property in that 
region. This is owing to the fact that it 1s 
a low-water-mother ditch, is.seven miles 
long, twenty-three feet deep where it taps 
the waters of the Rio Fuerte, has a perpet- 
ual water right that is prior to any and all 
water ditches from the Rio Fuerte, is large 
enough to irrigate 40,000 acres, and which 
cost $200,000 to dig. 

These colonists to-day would be the rich- 
est and would have the most varied crops 
of any settlers in North America were it 
not for the fact that they have had from 
1892—the time they got their mother ditch 
completed—to the present. hour to fight the 
band of conspirators who want to reap 
where they have never sown.

Druidical Remains in Switzerland. 
GENEVA, Nov. 18.—Mr. Bosshard,: the 
well-known Swiss archaeologist, who has 
been carrying on excavations in the vilage 
of Choex, Canton of Valais, has discov- 
ered a beautiful Druidical altar entrely 
made of marble. The altar, facing toward 
the east, is at the extremity of a large un- 


derground amphitheatre, where the crowd 
collected to view the human. sacrifices. 
In the centre is situated a huge. stone 
statue of the god Thor, which is reached by 
a stone staircase. It was from the foot of 
this statue that the priests dealt out jus- 
tice and taught the people. On.each side 
of the god Thor there are four other statues 
in stone representing minor divinities. 
The amphitheatre is surrounded by cham- 
bers cut into the solid rocks, where the 
prisoners of war were confined prior to the 
sacrifice. Facing the stone slab is an im- 
mense fireplace, having closing .doors and 
able to contain ten persons at a time. It 
was here that the priests burned their vic- 
tims.—London Chronicle.

SHANGHAT, Oct. 4.—The Empress Dow- 
ager’s second reception to the ladies -of 
the Pekin Legations yesterday was a dig- 
nified function, without any exchange of 
presents or of effusive compliments. .The 
ladies went to the palace by way of the 
canal in a boat towed by a steam tug. 

The Emperor and Dowager Empress re- 
ceived them sitting. The latter was pro- 
vided with a list of questions or remarks 
to be put to each lady, and this she fre- 
quently consulted.

REIGHSTAG “COUP D’ETAT” 


Storm of Indignation Among the 
German Middle Classes. 


Influential Papers Up in Arms — The 
Majority in the Reichstag a 
Heterogeneous Body.

LONDON, Dec. 1.—Notwithstanding 
the general disapproval of the recent ob- 
Structive tactics the Social Demo- 
crats, says the Berlin correspondent of 
The Times, it is impossible to ignore the 
growing storm of indignation excited 
among the educated business classes of 
Germany by the action of the present 
majority in the Reichstag. 

This majority, says the correspondent, 
is but a thing of yesterday, a coalition of 
heterogeneous atoms which may be dis- 
persed to all the winds to-morrow. It 
has been arranged in secret behind the 
scenes, and the uncertain and hesitating 
demeanor of some of its sectional lead- 
ers shows the shifting and fallacious nat- 
ure of the foundations on which the 
crazy edifice has been erected. 

The correspondent declares that the 
oldest and most experienced National 
Liberals in the country are, in the words 
of the National Zeitung, appalled at the 
weakness which permitted the leaders of 
their Parliamentary party to trifle with 
their policy, in which the reactionary 
Prussian Junkers greet the first signs of 
that attempt on the life and constitu- 
tional liberties of the German nation for 
which the reactionaries have seldom 
been able to conceal their longing.

THE ORINOCO BLOCKADE. 


Is Said to be Hurting American Com- 
merce—Statement of This Coun- 
try’s Attitude Looked For. 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Nov. 30.— 
The United States is confronted with the 
question of announcing its attitude regard- 
ing the blockade of the Orinoco River, 
which has been declared by the Venezuelan 
Government, 

The British authorities say they have 
asked United States Consul Smith what the 
intentions of the Washington Government 
are regarding the steamship Manzanares, 
belonging to the Orinoco Steamship Com- 
pany, which is now here. Some days ago 
the British authorities announced their 
willingness to convoy the Manzanares up 
the Orinoco, but withdrew their offer on 
the arrival of the United States gunboat 
Nashville, on the ground that the United 
States, now having a warship in port, 
should convoy its own merchantmen. Con- 
sul Smith is conferring with Admiral 
Crowninshield and Admiral Symner, it is 
believed, with regard to the Manzanares. 
The Nashville is suited to the purpose of 
convoying the Manzanares, but no action 
is possible until instructions have been re- 
ceived from Washington. 

The United States is the only Nation 
which has not taken a decisive stand re- 
garding the blockade, and it is claimed 
that the situation is embarrassing Ameri- 
can commerce, especially the Manzanares, 
which has been here since last June, her 
cargo spoiling, and the delay involving a 
great loss to the company. 

Since the proclamation of the blockade 
1,375 ships of all nations, except the United 
States, principally Venezuelan vessels, have 
entered and left the Orinoco, and it is in- 
Sisted that this fact constitutes the best 
evidence possible that the blockade is in- 
effective. The Venezuelan gunboats have 
left the Orinoco unguarded for periods of 
two weeks at a time, and the guns of the 
fort, Los Castillos, which were the only 
means of maintaining the blockade of 
Ciudad Bolivar after the withdrawal of 
the gunboats, have been removed. 


VENEZUELAN REBELS FREED. 


CARACAS, Nov. 30.—President Castro 
has released political offenders confined in 
prisons in this city and at Puerto Cabello 
and Maracaibo. Among the released pris- 
oners are Olavarria, the brother-in-law of 
Gen. Matos; Acedo, Matos’s confidential 
agent, and the leading traders of Caracas, 
named Travieso, Volcan, and Nunez, who 
were arrested for complicity in thfe revo- 
lution, 

‘This act has produced a good impres- 
sion. It is reported that Gen. J. M. Her- 
nandez, called ‘“‘El Mocho,’”’ and three 
other of the revolutionary leaders will 
also be liberated shortly. 


MARSEILLES STRIKE SPREADS. 


Commerce Along the Coast Paralyzed— 
Movement May Extend to All 
the French Ports. 


MARSEILLES, Nov. 30.—The strike at 
this port, which was started last week by 
the stokers in order to obtain an increase 
in wages, is now practically complete as re- 
gards the steamships here. As ships arrive 
the hands desert, and the harbor is now so 
crowded with empty vessels that it is diffi- 
cult to find room for new-comérs. 

No disorder has occurred as yet, but the 
Government is sending troops to meet any 
emergency, and two regiments of cavalry 
arrived to-day. 

The strike has practically paralyzed com- 
merce along the coast, as it is spreading to 
other ports. Six hundred passengers are 
now waiting at Marseilies for cransporta- 
tion to Algiers. The mails fcr Corstca, 
Algeria, and Tunis were delayed from 24 
to 48 hours, but the authorities succeeded 
in forwarding a quantity of sacks yester- 
day, and it was announced to-day that the 
Government had arranged to assure the 
mail service by means of naval vessels. 
The Government will also furnish to the 
regular liners seamen from the navy. As 
Corsica is largely dependent on the steam- 
ship service from Marsetiles for provisions, 
the scarcity of flour and other necessities 
is already being felt in the island. 

The strikers’ committee to-night tele+ 
graphed to the Minister of Marine that if 
the strike were not seltied in five days an 
appeal would be issued for a gencral strike 
at all the ports of France. 


SOMALI TROOPS UNRELIABLE. 


On All Occasions They Exhibit Coward- 
ice and Insubordination—British 
Officers Disgusted. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—Details which have ar- 
rived by telegraph concerning the march 
of Gen. Manning's flying column, which 
relieved the garrison at Bohotleh, Somali- 
land, on Noy. 19, and mail accounts of the 
original British reverses at Erego, all 
dilate on the utter worthlessness of the 
Somali levies of which the British forces 
were mainly made up. 

On all occasions tne Somalis exhibited 
cowardice and insubordination, and the 
British officers are disgusted at the hope- 
lessness of the task of reducing these 
levies to order. 

It was recentlv announced that In- 
dian troops ordered to Somaliland were 
not to be used for service against the Mad 
Mullah, as the British commanders pre- 
terv-ed to use the native levies. 

This reported decision was the subject 
of considerable adverse comment.

MR. GRAU’S FIRST POPULAR 
CONCERT. 


The first popular concert by Mr. Grau’s 
operatic forces given last evening at the 
Metropolitan Opera House was chiefly of 
interest as making a further disclosure of 
the powers of the new conductor, Mr. 
Hertz. The orchestral numbers included 
Beethoven's ‘* Leonore overture No. 
Liszt’s symphonic poem “ Les Préludes,” 
and the prelude and final scene from 
“Tristan und Isolde.” Mr. Hertz's read- 
ing of the Beethoven overture was quite on 
the lines indicated by his conducting the 
other evening in ‘‘ Lohengrin.’’ He is im- 
bued with the modern ideas of intensity of 
contrast both in dynamics and in tempo. 
It was energetic and brilliant in the first 
part; with the slow portion in the middle 
taken very slowly; and in the final climax 
the whole force cf the orchestra 
power of the brass instruments were let 
loose. Such is the treatment to which the 
dramatic conductors of the present day 
consider it necessary to subject Beethoven's 
great overture; it is one to which we have 
already become accustomed. In the highly 
colored symphonic poem of Liszt's such 
treatment came more naturally to Mr. 
Hertz’s hand, and he exploited it to the ut- 
most. The ‘‘ Tristan” prelude brought out 
still more strongly the tendency of the 
younger Wagnerian conductors, to whose 
school Mr. Hertz has already shown him- 
self to belong, to drag and linger and dwell 
upon a sustained melody till its outlines 
sometimes become barely recognizable. The 
**slowness"’ prescribed by Wagner as the 
tempo for the prelude was interpreted in 
the fullest sense of the word. 

Mr. Hertz confirmed, on the whole, the 
impression gained from his ‘ Lohengrin ”’ 
performance of his skill and ability in the 
technical] side of his art, of his authority 
and control over the forces of the orches- 
tra, and of the definiteness of the ideas he 
wishes to realize. His work last evening 
added to the prepossession in his favor 
that he has already made for himself. 

Changes in the programme were made 
necessary by the indisposition of Mme. 
Fritzi Scheff. Her place was taken by Miss 
Marylli, who sang a duo from “ Romeo 
and Juliet’’ with Mr. Salignac, and the 
melody set as an ‘‘ Ave Maria’’ by Gounod 
to the C major prelude of Bach's. She 
sang with fluency and confidence, though 
she disclosed neither a voice of especial 
charm nor distinction of style. Mr. Salig- 
nac put much fervor into his song from 
** Martha,’ and Mr. Scotti sang the pro- 
logue to “‘I Pagliacci’’ as he has often 
before with dramatic expressiveness. Mme. 
Schumann-Heink was another favorite - of 
the Sunday night constituency who gained 
great applause by her fervid interpretation 
of Adriano’'s air from “ Rienzi’ 'and Schu- 
bert’s songs *‘ Der Wanderer’ and ‘“ Wo- 
hin.”’

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RHODES OXFORD SCHOLARS 


Dr. Parkin of the Trustees of the 
Bequest Arrives Here. 


He Will Consult the Principal Educa- 
tors in This Country in Regard 
to Conditions for Amer- 
ican Students. 


Dr. G. R. Parkin, C. M. G., Principal of 
Upper Canada College, Toronto, who has 
been commissioned by the Trustees of 
Cecil Rhodes’s educational bequests to 
devise some scheme to put into effect the 
provisions of the will relating to the estab- 
lishment of colonial and American scholar- 
ships at Oxford, arrived yesterday from 
England on the Cunarder Campania. The 
committee by whom Dr. Parkin was chos- 
en. is composed of Lord Rosebery and Lord 
Grey, Lord Alfred Milner, and Messrs. 
Biet, Mitchell, Hawksley, and Dr. Jamie- 
son, and he has been busy with the project 
since his appointment last August. There 
are 200 scholarships for the United States 
and the British colonies, and the success- 
ful applicant will have $1,500 a year dur- 
ing his three years’ residence at Oxford. 

Dr. Parkin has just returned from Ox- 
ford. ‘I have been getting in touch with 
the .situation there,’’ he said yesterday. 
“The question presents some difficulties, 
because each of the twenty or more col- 
leges there is desirous that the holder of 
the scholarship shail be entered under: the 
conditions which apply to that particular 
college. Another difficulty arises from the 
fact that some of the colleges want post- 
graduates, and others prefer undergradu- 
ates, One thing has been decided, however, 
and that is that the applicant must com- 
ply with the minimum matriculation test, 
which applies to the entire university. 
What other tests shall be made is yet to 
be determined. 

“I will consult the principal educators 
in this country, will attend the Southern 
Educational Alliance Convention this Win- 
ter; will visit also the British West In- 
dies and Bermuda. Before the end of next 
year I expect to have traveled 60,000 miles. 
I have been flooded with communications 
asking about the scholarships, but cannot 
answer them at present, as just what 
course shall be taken in regard to picking 
out candidates or the terms of their ad- 
mission to Oxford has not yet been defi- 
nitely decided upon.”’ 

Librarian Canfield of Columbia said the 
other day that the authorities had re- 
ceived from Secretary of State Hay in July 
a communication inclosing a letter from 
Mr. Hawksley, one of the Rhodes committee 
defining the terms of the bequest. Similar 
notifications were sent at the same time 
to Harvard and Yale, but, although the 
subject has been discussed informally at 
all the colleges, no definite action has been 
taken by any of them. 

In Maine, however, 
been made by the Presidents of Colby, 
Bowdoin, and Bates Colleges that they 
have decided upon the conditions on which 
Maine candidates for the Rhodes scholar- 
ships will be passed. In all ten candidates 
will be recommended, each of whom shall 
be at least twenty years old, unmarried, 
and a legal resident of the State. The ex- 
amining board is made up of representa- 
tives of the three colleges, and all applica- 
tions must be in before Jan. 1, 1903. The 
subjects in which the candidates will be 
examined are English and general history, 
science, mathematics, ancient and modern 
languages. 

Dr. Parkin is a strong advocate of im- 
perial federation, and has written a num- 
ber of books on the subject. He went to 
Toronto last night, and will return in two 
weeks to this city, where he will establish 
headquarters. He expects that the final 
selections will be made for the opening of 
the Oxford Fall term in 1904.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 
JOHN ELLIOTT WARD DEAD. 


President of the Convention Which 
Nominated James Buchanan. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 30.—John Elliott 
Ward, President of the Convention of 1856 
that nominated James Buchanan for Presi- 
dent of the United States, died to-day at 
Dorchester, Ga., his birth place, aged 
eighty-eight years. Mr. Ward wae United 
States District Attcrney of Georgia in 
1888 and Mayor of Savannah in 1854. In

NOVEL TRACK FOR OR MOTORS. 


Inventor of New iGament Road Line 
Here to Confer with Automobile 
Route Projectors. 


William E. Jacques of Detroit, Mich., in- 
ventor of a cement wheel track peculiarly 
suited to use for automobiles, and Alfred C, 
Crozier, a Michigan capitalist, are guests 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, awaiting a confer- 
ence which they say has been arranged 
with John Jacob Astor and the officials of 
the Automobile Ciub of America regarding 
the use of the Jacques track in the proposed 
automobile route between New York and 
Chicago. Mr. Jacques, who is a construc- 
tion engineer, is in New York to urge the 
advantages of his device, Mr. Crozier, it is 
said, standing ready to furnish financial 
support to the roadway plan. 

bec Jacques cement way, as the new 


track is styled, consists of two parallel sup- 
porting rails of concrete, imbedded in the 


roudway, their top approximately level with | 
the surface. The tops of these rails are 

slightly — ed, with rounded outer edges, 
which slope downward sufficiently to be 
covered by the earth of the roadbed. The 
arrangement is such that vehicles easily 
ean run on or off the tracks at any point 
without breaking the edges of the rails, as 
there are no flanges to interfere or to break 
down or injure the tires. This makes a 
wheeling surface as straight, even, and 
smooth as though steel rails were used, and 
enables any desired speed. 

The rails in cross-section are T-shaped, 
the top being of any desired width, and the 
bottom going into the bed of the roadway 
ceep enough to properly suprort the rails. 
In this lower portion is a drain to keep the 
roadbed free of water, and when it is pro- 
posed to lay ielegraph or telephone wires a 
suitable conduit is formed in this lower 

sortion of each rail during construction. 

Vhere heavy loads are to be carried and 
the ground is soft, one or mere cables are 
imbedded in the solid concrete just below 
a surface and lengthwise of the track.”

He remarked 
that the showing of labor delegates before 
the Aldermen was the best since the meet- 
ings which led up to the nomination of 
Henry George for Mayor in 1886.
